Comeback kid 


Writer-director Kevin Smith has driven 300 miles from his home in 
Red Bank, New Jersey, for the Boston Film/Video Foundation’s 
screening of his new film, Chasing Amy, which opens in theaters 
April 11. 

Indeed, he has come a long way. His 1995 comedy, Mallrats, 
took quite a drubbing; now the fallen wunderkind is breaking 
into drama with this unusual love story. Call it a boy-meets- 
lesbian romance. Starring real-life squeeze Joey Lauren 
Adams and local hero Ben Affleck, Smith's foray into a 
gentler genre is already generating comeback buzz. 

“I'm one of those cats who’s really in touch with his 
feminine side,” Smith says, flaking out, wool overcoat 
and all, on a couch in the Bostonian Hotel’s lounge.

The FleetCenter’s Great Oz

AME TIME AT the FleetCenter, 

and the Celtics and the Cleveland 
Cavaliers are standing at attention 
for the national anthem, tensed for a 
long night of physical basketball. 

Nine stories up, in a control room 
jammed with dozens of glowing 
video screens, blinking switchboards, 
and computer consoles, another 
team has different concerns. 

“You're gonna come out of 
anthem to video and still.” This is the 
voice of John Mitchell, crew director 
of the high-tech war room — part 
television studio, part nuclear- 
submarine bridge — that controls 
sound and lighting for the arena. 
This is the nerve center for the 
FleetCenter’s all-powerful giant 
video screen and scoreboard, or 
JumboTron. 

Like the black monolith in 2001: 
A Space Odyssey, the 30-by-30- 
foot JumboTron that hangs 
suspended over the court has a 
hypnotic effect. The crowd of 
thousands looks to it not only for 
the score and the game clock, but 
also for video accompaniment to 
the real-life action below — a 
nightlong program with replays 
and highlights, computer graphics, 
and a blitz of advertising. 

From the ninth floor, a wide bank 
of windows provides a sweeping view 
of the game, but Mitchell and\his 
staff experience almost every \ 
moment of it through video. 
monitors. Mitchell, in a baseball cap 
and headset, paces before a wall of 
30 screens. His crew members 
huddle like air-traffic controllers 
over monitors and keyboards, 
engineering what is essentially a live 





program that lasts, uninterrupted, 
from warm-ups to the final buzzer. 

Across the cramped room, two 
crew members exclusively devoted 
to replays huddle near a bank of 14 
monitors, zooming furiously 
through game tape so a thundering 
dunk or a no-look pass can go up 
on the screen while the crowd is still 
cheering it. (The best plays are 
labeled and jotted on a list so they 
can be retrieved for highlight films: 
13744 CONLON NICE MOVE.) 

It’s up to Mitchell to choose which 
replays the crowd sees; he also 
chooses from an array of other video 
and audio gimmicks designed to get 
the fans out of their seats. There is a 
list of songs (“Desire,” “Bad to the 
Bone”), worked out with Celtics 
management, to be blared during 
time-outs. Graphics like LET’S HEAR 
SOME NOISE are saved on CD-ROM, 
ready to be called up with the click of 
a mouse on icons with names like 
“getfired” and “noisetime.” 

These gimmicks don’t get much 
use early in the game, as the crew 
sails along on cruise control. But as 
the Celtics come to life in the second 
half, erasing a double-digit Cleveland 
lead, so does the control room. 

“].J.! Get familiar with where 
‘getloud’ and ‘noise’ are, because 
that stuff's gonna be coming up 
next,” Mitchell shouts. 

The fans are up and cheering, 
which brings some of them the 
reward of appearing on the 
JumboTron. As Mitchell chooses 
shots from two cameras panning the 


_ crowd, he must be on guard — beer 


bellies can be exposed suddenly, and 
some fans can be pretty lame.

Perhaps no one likes a close game 
as much as Ron Harry, the Celtics’ 
organist for 15 years. In the old 
Boston Garden, Harry was kept 
company by just one scorcboard 
operator. Now he’s squeezed into a 
corner beside a giant soundboard, but 
he still relishes the call-and-response 
of the sports-arena standards — the 
“Charge!” crescendo, and the refrains 
he refers to as “Spanish,” “Boom- 
Boom,” and “Clap Hands,” which 
seem to work as well as anything 
saved on a CD-ROM. 

But the Celtics are the Celtics, and 
typical fourth-quarter ineptitude 
leads to a 96-87 defeat. After 61 
Celtics losses in 74 games, the crew’s 
emotional investment seems limited. 
But in better times, isn't it hard to 
stare at a tiny monitor when a wild 
playoff game is underway just 
outside the control-room window? 

“You have to split yourself in half,” 
says one replay man, his intense gaze 
never shifting from the video 
monitors. “You can enjoy it, but you 
still have to do an effective job.” 

For others, it’s no problem at all. 
“Only about half of us are sports 
fans. About half are TV people,” says 
another crewman, who has spent the 
entire night watching slow-motion 
dunks and three-pointers. 

But in sports — and live TV — 
excitement is excitement: just then, 
the Celtics’ David Wesley gets 
Danny Ferry in a headlock, and 
Mitchell starts shouting. “Here we 
go guys — fight! Get ready!”

ONE YEAR IN CORPORATE

HAT FOLLOWS JS a representative sample of the 
reports of big-business malfeasance published in the 
Wall Street Journal during 1996. And keep in mind 


that the paper’s talented reporters could cover only a fraction 
of the misdeeds that occurred during the year. The stories, 
despite their relative restraint and sober factuality, display a 
panorama of civil and criminal corruption, sleaze, unhinged 
greed, and other antisocial antics of some of the businesses 


that shape our lives. 


Please note the punishments handed out 
to the malefactors. Although three execu- 
tives were sentenced to spend a few months 
in prison (for fraud resulting in 10 deaths) 
and a couple of others seem destined to 
land in jail eventually, the kindly manner in 
which most erring business chieftains were 
treated solidly underscores the fact that in 
the United States a prison sentence is 
rarely looked upon as the proper fate of 
corporate villains. 

Frequently, where criminal charges could 
have been brought, the offenders were 
tapped with lesser counts of civil miscon- 
duct, and they agreed to make a settlement 
before trial, precluding the possibility of 
much heavier financial punishment. Don’t 
be impressed by the seemingly hefty fines 
and restitution paid by some corporations; 
they were a minor inconvenience, for 1996 
was a banner year for corporate profits. 

Perhaps the best lesson to be drawn from 
this kind of survey was laid out years ago 
by Gilbert Geis, who frequently wrote on 
white-collar crime: 


The social consciousness of the corpo- 
rate offender often seems to resemble 
that of the small-town thief, portrayed 
by W.C. Fields, who was about to rob a 
sleeping cowboy. He changed his mind, 
however, when he discovered that the 
cowboy was wearing a revolver. “It 
would be dishonest,” he remarked vir- 
tuously as he tiptoed away. The moral 
is clear: since the public cannot be 


armed adequately to protect itself 
against corporate crime, those law en- 
forcement agencies acting on its behalf 
should take measures sufficient to pro- 
tect it. High on the list of such mea- 
sures should be an insistence upon 
criminal definition and criminal prose- 
cution for acts which seriously harm, 
deprive, or otherwise injure the public. 


The trouble is, even if they wished to get 
tough — and the overriding trend is to- 
ward less toughness — most of the federal 
agencies with jurisdiction over the business 
world are woefully outmanned by the huge 
array of corporate lawyers. It isn’t a David 
and Goliath situation — it’s more like 
Shirley Temple versus King Kong. 


Drugs, dogs, and quacks 

Slowly, slowly, the Justice Department 
continucs to try to catch up with the crooks 
who, according to the General Accounting 
Office, defraud the government out of 
$100 billion a year. There are reportedly 
1000 current investigations into health- 
care fraud. 

Like insurance companies, medical- 
supply companies seemed to be competing 
for the title of crookedest. In September 
the Journal reported that SmithKline 
Beecham’s clinical-laboratory unit was 
“close” to an agreement to pay more than 
$300 million to the government to settle 
charges that it had bilked Medicare for un- 
necessary blood tests. That settlement 


. 


would still be less than the record $379 
million paid by National Medical Enterpris- 
cs in 1994 for alleged fraud in psychiatric 
services. 

Far back in the field, but closing fast, is 
Corning, Inc., which paid $6.8 million to 
settle allegations that its Bioran Medical 
Laboratory, in Cambridge, regularly billed 
Medicare for blood tests that doctors 
hadn't ordered. That was in February. 
Eight months later Corning was forced to 
pay up again, this time a whopping $119 
million to scttle charges of fraudulent 
billing by one of its subsidiaries, Damon 
Clinical Laboratories. That must have been 
a proud moment for Corning — the penal- 
ty pushed it past the $110 million in civil 
and criminal penalties paid for similar mis- 
conduct by a San Diego firm, National 
Health Laboratories. The Wall Street Jour- 
nal indicates that Corning is an old hand at 
this game. It paid $39.8 million in 1993 
and $8.6 million in 1995 to settle federal 
charges of Medicare fraud. 

In 1996 the medical industry provided 
the Journal with plenty of misconduct to 
write about, some that was criminal and 
some that was just plain corporate sleaze 
— such as Eli Lilly & Co.'s use of home- 
less, often alcoholic, men to test the safety 
of experimental drugs, paying them the 
lowest rate per diem in the human-guinea- 
pig business. The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration’s deputy director of drug evaluation 
told the Journal that using homeless drunks 
violates the agency’s rule that drugs can be 
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tested only on people who are able to make 
a “truly voluntary and uncoerced decision” 
to participate. Other test experts told the 
newspaper that using alcoholics-could dis- 
tort the evaluation of an experimental 
drug’s safety. That may not worry Eli Lilly; 
after all, it’s the company that put Oraflex 
on the US market without telling the FDA 
that the same drug had already killed sever- 
al people in Europe. 

The Journal medical story that takes the 
prize for describing pure gutter-level greed 
and callousness is the one about the British 
drug maker Boots and its main product, 
Synthroid. About eight million Americans 
spend $600 million a year on drugs to con- 
trol hypothyroidism, and Synthroid gets 84 
percent of their money. It has been around 
since 1958 and was the first synthetic thy- 
roid drug. When it came on the market, the 
FDA approved it without asking for trial 
data. That oversight has made it extremely 
difficult for rival thyroid-drug manufactur- 
ers. Since there is no benchmark data on 
Synthroid, how could they persuade doc- 
tors that their products are just as good 
and are absorbed into the blood the same 
way Synthroid is? 

In recent years the rivals have begun 
making some inroads into Boots’s virtual 
monopoly by getting on state approved- 
drug lists. To beat them back, Boots hired a 
University of California research team to 
perform extensive tests comparing Syn- 
throid with three rival — and much cheap- 
er — thyroid drugs. If Boots thought the 
$250,000 contract would persuade the sci- 
entists to tout the superiority of Synthroid, 
it was in for a big surprise. In fact, the re- 
searchers found that the four drugs were 
essentially interchangeable and that FDA 


support of the cheaper drugs would save 
thyroid patients $356 million a year. Fur- 
thermore, the researchers were going to say 
so in a paper that the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association was ready to pub- 
lish. 

Curses! At that very moment Boots was 
about to sell itself to Germany’s giant 
BASF, for $1.4 billion, and the research 
findings might have queered the deal. But 
the solution was simple. The contract the 
university team had signed forbade publica- 
tion of their findings without Boots’s ap- 
proval. The company didn’t approve, of 
course, and that was that. Synthroid still 
sits on top of the market, and millions of 
thyroid patients will pay for its being there. 

Odds and Ends. Claiming that 
perhaps as many as 25 million 
consumers were overcharged 
$600 million between 1989 and 
1994, attorneys general in 22 
states sued the biggest contact- 
lens companies — Bausch & 

Lomb, Johnson & Johnson Vi- 

sion Products, and Ciba Vision 
Corporation — as well as several 
optometry trade organizations 

for price conspiracy. . . . The 

world’s largest drug companies a+ 

paid $350 million to appease 

thousands of retail druggists who claimed 
they were being overcharged. But the feud 
isn’t over, and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion (FTC) is investigating for signs of a 
conspiracy. ... The Florida nursing-home 
industry takes in $3.2 billion a year. But 
state inspectors give the lowest possible rat- 
ing to one out of every 26 homes, and $2.5 
million in fines have been levied for poor 
care. Trouble is, only one violator (poeti- 


cally named Ambrosia Home) has paid up, 
a trifling $19,500. The big chains just ap- 
peal the fines and drag out the cases indefi- 
nitely. . . . In one of the stiffest warnings is- 
sued in recent years, the FDA told Pfizer 
that it must immediately stop making mis- 
leading promotional claims for Zoloft, a 
popular antidepressant (worldwide sales of 
$1 billion a year)... . Sick or dead, you’re 
a good target for fraud. The FTC requires 
the nation’s 20,000 funeral homes to give 
itemized price lists to prospective clients. 
But in a test run, the commission found 
that as many as 8000 undertakers are ig- 
noring the rule. The FTC, timid as usual, 
has threatened only 20 of them. 


Piggish banks and laundromats 
Money laundering, a highly profitable 
crime, is routinely committed by US banks, 
but the laws against it are vague; it is hard to 
prove and thus rarely prosecuted. Justice 
Department investigators floundered 
through 1996 in an effort to determine if 
Citibank had helped Rail Salinas, brother of 
Mexico’s former president, Carlos Salinas, 


Jaunder at least $100 million in dirty money 
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by transferring it to bank accounts abroad. 

Raul Salinas is now in prison in Mexico 
on charges of “inexplicable enrichment.” 
But Citibank apparently found nothing in- 
explicable in the fact that Salinas, who nev- 
er earned more than $190,000 per year 
working for the government, had the bank 
handle $100 million for him. Citibank offi- 
cials say their internal investigation turned 
up no improprieties. 

Some law-enforcement authorities 
thought it odd that Citibank refused to let 
its best and most experienced money-laun- 
dering compliance officer, Jane Wexton, a 
Citibank vice-president and senior attor- 
ney, participate in the investigation. Al- 
legedly Wexton was told she couldn’t even 
ask questions about the case, though up to 
that point, the Journal reports, she had 
been “regularly consulted by bank officials 
and outside regulators when any suspicious 
activities came up” because she was con- 
sidered “a ‘cop’s cop’. . . a straight shooter 
who would be likely to tell regulators about 
something she considered wrong.” Wexton, 
who had been at Citibank seven years, quit. 

The Journal says “people inside Citibank” 
think the Justice Department is “developing 
an indictment against the bank.” 


Close race for ‘crookedest’ 

Among the insurance industry’s biggest 
companies, competition for the title of 
“crookedest” heated up in 1996. Three 
years ago, Metropolitan Life was fined $20 
million for cheating its customers. Last 
year the nation’s largest insurance compa- 
ny, Prudential, easily outdistanced 
Metropolitan by being fined $35 million. 
Also, Prudential is paying more than $1 bil-

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lion in restitution to fleeced policyholders. 

After an 18-month investigation, a task 
force of insurance regulators from 30 states 
concluded that for 13 years Prudential 
salespeople coast-to-coast had practiced a 
deception called “churning,” often with the 
knowledge and sometimes approval.of offi- 
cials up to at least regional vice-presidents. 
Indeed, some sleazy salespeople seem to 
have been promoted to managerial:posi- 
tions because of their success at duping 
customers. 

“Churning” was a racket whereby as 
many as 10 million customers were sweet- 
talked into using the cash value of their old 
insurance policies to pay the premiums on 
new, more expensive policies. They were 
not warned that the upgrading could be so 
costly that it would eat up their equity, leav- 
ing them with premiums they couldn't af- 
ford — and therefore no coverage. 

Arthur Ryan, Prudential’s chairman since 
late 1994, admitted that the charges were 
accurate, and he fired several salespeople 
and managers and a senior vice-president. 
But some of the discarded employees trans- 
formed themselves from con artists into 
whistleblowers, providing investigators with 
sordid inside details about Prudential’s op- 
erations. Potentially most damaging — and 
certain to be used by the army of plaintiffs’ 
lawyers already assaulting the Rock — 
were sworn statements from some of the 
former employees claiming that Prudential 
officials had ordered them to destroy any 
documents that might reveal unsavory mar- 
keting practices. 
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As an embattled defendant, Prudential 
was far from lonely. Numerous other in- 
surance companies were sued, or facing 
regulatory penalties, for identical or simi- 
lar misconduct. When Mutual of New 
York paid $12.5 million to a mob of un- 
happy Alabama consumers, for example, 
The Wall Street Journal called the settle- 
ment “the latest in a series involving al- 
leged deceptive sales practices at many of 
the nation’s biggest insurers.” 


Bad seed 

The Archer Daniels Midland company, 
super-briber to the political world, was in- 
volved in the most publicized corporate 
crime of 1996. Caught in a sting by Justice 
Department investigators, ADM, the plan- 
et’s largest grain processor, pleaded guilty 
to charges of conspiring to fix prices for 
two products: lysine, a feed supplement for 
livestock, and citric acid, used in soft drinks 
and detergents. ADM, which was fined 
$100 million, and its Asian coconspirators 
also agreed to pay more than $100 million 
to settle civil lawsuits brought by sharchold- 
ers and customers. More lawsuits lie ahead. 

Ironically, ADM’s stock price actually 
jumped, because Wall Street judged the set- 
tlements and fines to be bargains. And why 
not? After all, analysts figure that ADM 
cheated its lysine customers alone out of 
more than $170 million. Although the $100 
million fine is seven times larger than the 
largest antitrust penalty ever before levied 
by the Justice Department, it’s (you'll par- 
don the expression) chicken feed for ADM, 





which in the last fiscal year had revenues of 
$13.6 billion from its agricultural products, 
most of which are heavily subsidized by 
the US taxpayer. 

Along with a bargain fine, Archer 
Daniels got a sweetheart deal: in exchange 
for pleading guilty and promising to help 
the Justice Department in its expanding 
investigation, ADM was granted immunity 
against charges of price-fixing in the sale 
high-fructose corn syrup, which, along 
with the corn-derived fuel ethanol, is 
ADM's leading product. 

Also part of the deal was the depart- 
ment’s promise that its investigators 
wouldn't even bother to interview Dwayne 
Andreas, 78, who as chairman and chicf 
executive has for decades treated ADM as 
his personal fiefdom. His 47-year-old son, 
executive vice-president and former heir 
apparent Michael Andreas, having been 
secretly taped in a price-fixing conversa- 
tion with an Asian “competitor,” was in- 
dicted for conspiracy; at the very least, his 
career at ADM is over. 

But old man Andreas once again proved 
himself to be a masterful escape artist. 
Could this talent possibly be explained by 
the more than $4 million he and his family 
and ADM have given to Washington politi- 
cians since the "70s (most notably to 
Kansas Republican Bob Dole), in return for 
billions of dollars in subsidies? It also didn’t 
hurt the elder Andreas’s chances of getting 
special treatment that he personally donated 
$155,000 to the Democratic Party in 1993 
and $100,000 in 1994, and was co-chair- 
man of a dinner that raised $3.5 million for 
Clinton’s presidential campaign in 1992. 


Over the years his gencrosity has some- 
times been suspect. He was acquitted of 
giving Hubert Humphrey an illegal 
$100,000 contribution in 1968; he slipped 
a thousand $100 bills into the Nixon White 
House in 1972, the year in which the term 
“moncy laundering” entered the nation’s 
vocabulary; and in that same season, a 
$25,000 check from Andreas somehow 
sneaked into the bank account of a Water- 
gate burglar. But the old man has never 
tripped badly enough to earn a criminal 
record — except in 1993, when he and his 
wife paid an $8000 fine for exceeding fed- 
eral limits on political contributions. 

Considering that it operates in one of 
the world’s most piratical industries, ADM 
has, like Andreas himself, led a charmed 
life, suffering only a couple of Iegal 
wounds: a 1978 conviction for fixing 
prices on grain sold to the Food for Peace 
program and a no-contest plea in 1976 to 
the charge of short-weighting and mis- 
grading corn for export. 





Screwing the workers 

Of course, misdeeds of that sort screw 
the US working class in a general way. But 
sometimes the screwing gets up close and 
personal. Three Kentucky coal executives 
were sentenced to prison in the deaths of 
10 workers, but it took seven years to get 
the villains behind bars. In 1989 methane 
gas exploded in a Pyro Mining Company 
shaft. In the resulting investigation, it was 
found that prior to the explosion the exec- 
utives had licd to federal inspectors about 











the existence of hazardous conditions in 
the mine. For helping to kill 10 men, the 
executives drew sentences ranging from 
five months (and a fine of $375) to 18 
months (and a $3000 fine, or $300 per 
victim). 

Using data from the federal Mine Safety 
and Health Administration, the Wall Street 
Journal reported that these sentences were 
among the longest ever handed down. 
“Most criminal complaints filed on behalf 
of the agency result in no prison time. . . . 
The agency estimates that only about 40 
people have gone to jail since 1991 because 
of criminal safety violations at mines.” With 
such light penalties, who’s going to worry 
about obeying regulations? 

Following up on a union complaint that 
Caterpillar’s parts factory in York, Pennsyl- 
vania, had workplace health hazards, the 
National Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health tried to inspect the place. 
Caterpillar said no. So NIOSH got a war- 
rant from a federal judge ordering the 
company to admit the inspectors. Caterpil- 
lar still said no — the first time in 15 years 
that any company had defied a federal war- 
rant — and was held in civil contempt. The 
company finally gave in. It could have been 
fined heavily, but of course it wasn’t. 

The minimum-wage law means nothing 
to many employers. They simply ignore it. 
The Journal quotes Princeton labor 
economist Alan Krueger’s estimate that as 
many as three million workers are paid less 
than the minimum wage. The paper adds, 
“Violating the minimum-wage law has a 
certain economic logic to it because an em- 
ployer, if caught, usually has to pay only 
the back wages that were due. Penalties are 
generally levied only on repeat or extreme 
violators.” 

A survey of garment makers, among the 
worst outlaws, found 43 percent paying il- 
legally low wages. But trucking companies, 
eateries, and construction firms are top 
criminals, too. 

Here’s one place where the corporate 
whine about “big” government becomes an 
especially bad joke. The Labor Department’s 
team of inspectors has shrunk 15 percent in 
the past six years, and the remaining 500 in- 
spectors are supposed to police six million 
workplaces for minimum-wage and over- 
time violations, child-labor abuses, and other 
corporate tackiness. 

Failure to pay for overtime work is espe- 
cially widespread. The Journal states, “Vio- 
lations are so common that the Employer 
Policy Foundation, an employer-supported 
think tank in Washington, estimates that 
workers would get an additional $19 billion 
a year if the rules were observed.” (The ital- 
ics are the Journal’s.) Analyzing more than 
74,000 cases handled by the Labor Depart- 
ment over a four-year period, the paper con- 
cluded that one out of every 50 workers had 
been illegally denied overtime pay. 

With Texaco leading the way, discrimi- 
nation cases (involving age, disability, 
whistleblowing, race, and sex) became boil- 
erplate headlines in 1996. Texaco has had 
lots of company: Astra USA, WMXTech- 
nologies, Monsanto, and Mitsubishi Mo- 
tors, among others. Discriminators paid 
out many millions of dollars in penalties, 
but the corporate world was not visibly re- 
pentant or shaken. It’s hard to make big 

corporations feel pain for their sins by 
merely fining them. Referring to one of 
Texaco’s offers — $176 million — to settle 
a race-discrimination case, the Journal 


made the point: yes, if Texaco’s offer were 
accepted, it would be the largest cash set- 
tlement ever to resolve such a case, but so 
what? After all, “it’s not a princely sum to 
dole out over five years for a corporation 
with revenue of more than $30 billion.” 


Surprise! Arms merchants cheat 

When one of the bolts holding a 500- 
pound Maverick missile to the wing of a 
military plane breaks, and the missile is left 
dangling, attached by only the remaining 
bolt — and when that sort of accident be- 
gins to happen rather often — you'd think 
the Pentagon’s sleuths would quickly find 
out what the hell was going on. But it took 
the military years to figure out that United 
Telecontrol Electronics was knowingly us- 
ing defective bolts to hold the launchers in 
place. Phony computer-controlled mea- 
surements made it look like the parts had 
passed inspection. Some company officials 
pleaded guilty to fraud. Although their 
crime disrupted operations at air bases 
around the world — costing taxpayers big 
bucks — and put lives at risk, the penalties 
were far more lenient than, say, a marijua- 
na dealer would get. A former United Tele- 
control vice-president got the maximum, 
21 months in prison and a $40,000 fine. 

The Navy blames defective gearboxes on 
Navy F-18 fighters for 71 emergency land- 
ings and several in-flight fires, as well as the 
loss of an F-18 during the Gulf War. (They 
came to that conclusion after inspecting 
150 gearboxes and finding that all — 100 
percent — were defective.) The outfit that 
made the lousy gearboxes, Lucas Industries, 
pleaded guilty to falsifying quality records 
and was penalized $106 million — not so 
large if you consider that Lucas has estimat- 
ed yearly revenues of $6.7 billion. 

Tec-Air Services and two of its execs 
pleaded guilty to fraud for failure to properly 
service aircraft emergency gear, such as the 
oxygen apparatus that is supposed to be ac- 
tivated in case of accidental cabin depressur- 
ization. A big deal? Some would think so, 
seeing as how these systems are supplied to 
(among other aircraft) the Boeing jets used 
by the president and vice-president. 

Does the Pentagon get angry about that 
sort of dangerous cheating? Nah. Maybe be- 
cause it has become so commonplace. As the 
Journal reports, “In courtrooms across the 
country, similar scenarios are playing out. 
Huge and small defense contractors are fac- 
ing charges of manufacturing faulty prod- 
ucts.” Yes, and they’re facing a host of other 
charges as well. Like fraud. And influence- 
peddling. And deceptive bookkeeping. 

Alliant Techsystems was reportedly un- 
der investigation for overcharging the Pen- 
tagon by “tens of millions of dollars on var- 
ious missile-production contracts.” Alliant 
bought its space-propulsion contracts from 
Hercules, which itself is the target of a 
massive privately filed False Claims Act suit 
seeking hundreds of millions of dollars in 
damages for falsifying quality-control 
records, doctoring the books, and so forth. 
At first, Hercules denied the charges; then 
it claimed the government had known 
about the “multiple, recurring errors and 
procedural deviations” in the production of 
rocket motors, and therefore, being aware, 
it couldn’t have been defrauded. 

Arms merchants try to wear down ac- 
cusers, and often succeed. But not al- 
ways. In 1986 two women supervisors in 
a Hughes Aircraft plant alerted federal of-

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ficials that the company was falsifying 
quality-control tests. Because of their 
whistleblowing, they say, they were ha- 
rassed and were eventually hounded out. 
They sued Hughes under the False 
Claims Act — and a decade later they 
were finally victorious, winning $891,000 
for themselves, $450,000 for their 
lawyers, and $3.1 million for the govern- 
ment. This is nothing new for Hughes. 
Four years earlier it was convicted of 
criminal failure to properly test equip- 
ment vital to jet fighters, tanks, and other 
US weaponry and fined a piddling $3.5 
million — and the Pentagon continued to 
do business with the company. 

In this industry, it’s constantly “déja vu 
all over again.” Journal reporter Andy 
Pasztor reminds us that “in the mid-1980s, 
Litton admitted that it had methodically de- 
frauded the Pentagon for almost a decade 
by inflating prices, charging twice for some 
raw materials and failing to disclose rebates 
from vendors on dozens of Navy electron- 
ics contracts.” Litton is still very much in 
the military business, and apparently some 
suspect it’s still up to its old tricks, for fed- 
eral agents raided its offices in Los Angeles 
to investigate alleged overcharges going 
back a decade. 

If these rascals delay long enough, they 
are let off with cream-puff penalties. Lock- 
heed Martin, the huge military contractor, 
closed the longest-running influence-ped- 
dling scandal — dating back to the ’80s — 
by paying a mere $5.3 million on behalf of 
Martin Marietta Corporation, which 
merged with Lockheed in 1995. It was bad 
enough that such a trifling penalty could 
resolve a suit accusing Martin Marietta of a 
$30 million overcharge. Worse, the cheap 
settlement wiped clean the slate of a com- 
pany that had snagged its disputed contract 
with the help of an influence peddler and a 
crooked Navy-department official. The 
contract called for building a supersonic 
low-altitude target to test the Navy’s missile 


defense. The project was finally junked. 
Cost overruns — coming to almost 100 
percent and due mostly to the contractor’s 
faulty bid — helped kill it. But Martin Ma- 
rietta walked away with $192 million. 

McDonnell Douglas got off with a 
$500,000 fine for misleading the Pentagon 
on its $6.6 billion contract to build the C- 
17 cargo jet. The company kept telling the 
government it would break even, though its 
own estimates showed it would lose at least 
$1 billion — which it did. Guess who paid 
the difference. 


The antitrust farce 

When is a crime not officially a crime? 
Simple: when the laws against that activity 
are not enforced. Antitrust laws — those 
almost mythical entities so revered by pop- 
ulists — have been on the books for several 
generations and are supposed to be used to 
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prevent the kind of concentration of market 
power that leads to price-fixing and the 
death of competition. That’s what the 
Archer Daniels Midland case was all about. 
That’s why the Federal Trade Commission 
used the antitrust laws to block Rite Aid’s 
proposed $1.8 billion purchase of Revco, a 
combination that would have created the 
nation’s largest drugstore chain. Antitrust 
laws were used (in addition to the instances 
previously cited in this article) to pry fines 
from Reader’s Digest ($40 million) and US 
Healthcare ($1.2 million). 

But don’t be misled. The antitrust laws 
may not be dead, but they’re showing weak 
vital signs. Power is being concentrated in 
market after market, and little is being 
done to stop the trend. In its yearly wrap- 
up, under the headline GORILLAS IN OUR 
MIDST: MEGADEALS SMASH RECORDS AS 
FIRMS TAKE ADVANTAGE OF FAVORABLE CLI- 
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MATE, the Journal noted happily that 
“mergers, acquisitions and spinoffs totalled 
$659 billion in 1996, up 27 percent from 
$519 billion in 1995.” The outlook was “as 
good as it gets,” because “looser regulation 
is changing the competitive landscapes in 
telecommunications, utilities and broad- 
cast, among other industries” — meaning 
government cops at the Justice Department 
and the Federal Trade Commission have all 
but surrendered. 

Nowhere was this clearer than in the 
aerospace and military industries, where, in 
one of the largest mergers in US history, 
Boeing bought McDonnell Douglas to be- 
come the only — yes, only — manufactur- 
er of commercial jets in the United States, 
catapulting it ahead of Lockheed Martin, 
the number-one military contractor, as the 
world’s largest aerospace company. This 
pairing-off received the same enthusiastic 
government support that a series of multi- 
billion-dollar military industry mergers 
have received from the Clinton Administra- 
tion over the past four years. 

Other industries have been promised the 
same support. Last June the FTC proposed 
that antitrust enforcers let cost savings justi- 
fy mergers that would otherwise be consid- 
ered illegal because they were anticompeti- 
tive. What’s more, the commission adopted 
new rules that would speed mergers and ac- 
quisitions by radically shortening the time 
the FTC takes to consider cases alleging an- 
ticompetitive conduct or consumer fraud. 

Among those benefiting from the new 
atmosphere, the Journal predicted, would 
be airlines; their unauthorized meetings 
with foreign carriers to fix prices, which 
violate current antitrust laws, “will soon 
be routine — with the full approval of the 
US government.” 

Crime marches on. *

The trouble with Frank

S STOPS ON the campaign trail go, 
A the Easter-egg hunt is a sweet gig, 

combining as it does free food, cute 
kids, good photo ops, and plenty of parents 
generously disposed on account of said free 
food and cute kids. So it’s no surprise that 
the 13th Annual Easter Egg Hunt at St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital attracted its share of 
politicians, among them a casually dressed 
Mayor Menino, who introduced the festivi- 
ties, and besuited city councilors Brian Ho- 
nan and Steve Murphy. 

After swarms of wild-eyed children had 
snatched up 18,000 Easter eggs, and just 
as the fluffy bunnies were being raffled off, 
Frank Jones arrived. Amid the slouchily 
dressed Brighton crowd, he was hard to 
miss: a tall, trim, distinguished-looking 
African-American man of 64, hair graying 
at the temples, in natty pinstriped trousers 
and a casual brown leather jacket. “Hi, I’m 
Frank Jones,” he said in his sonorous voice, 
greeting potential voter after potential vot- 
er, making eye contact, pumping hands. 
“I’m running for city council.” 

“What do you stand for?” demanded one 
woman. Jones loosened, took a step back, 


talk. He bent toward her and reeled off 
some of his planks — better education, 
community policing, keeping schools open 
later. They talked for a few more minutes, 
agreeing on the plight of working parents, 
then Jones moved on to shake more hands. 
“Good luck,” the woman shouted after 
him. “You sound great.” 

The thing about Frank Jones is that he 
does sound great, and he is widely ad- 
mired in this town — by black activists, 
Irish politicians, and many in between. 
Even the councilors who'd be up against 
Jones seem in awe of him. And by all ac- 
counts he would be a good councilor. But 
political handicappers say that won't cut it 
in November. Frank Jones is a long shot. 

That Jones’s chances are considered slim 
says more about the city than it does about 
the candidate. Clearly he is eminently quali- 
fied: he worked with community groups and 
city government (both White’s and Flynn's) 
for 17 years, and with the federal govern- 
ment before that. He is most concerned with 
issues of race and education, issues that 
continue to define — and divide — this 
town. If he won a seat, he would be the only

environment fixated on details. 
But it’s the details that might undo Jones. 


and put his hands in his pockets, more 
comfortable with the issues than the small 
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like Jones — voters from black neighbor- 
hoods like Mattapan, and from liberal ones 
like Back Bay — don't bother to show up

at the voting booth. And among 
those who do vote — some 40 per- 
cent of the city’s residents last time 
around — campaign organization 
will be critical. 

Recognizing that, Jones has gone 
to Mayor Menino to ask him to put 
some of his ample resources behind 
his council bid. The mayor is still 
deciding whether to grant his re- 
quest — a decision that could easi- 
ly make or break Jones’s prospects, 
even this early in the season. 

“Twenty years ago, people would 
have said the biggest obstacle Frank 
Jones faces is racism,” says political 
consultant Michael Goldman. 
“These days, the biggest problem 
Frank Jones faces is not racism, but 
apathy: not from those who don’t 
share his beliefs, but from those who 
do.” Ironically, the net effect is the 
same. “Not having a person of color 
elected on a citywide basis,” says 
civil-rights activist Reverend Charles Stith, 
“doesn’t reflect well on this city.” 


URING THE '50s, Jones taught “trou- 

bled kids” in an elementary school in 
Chicago. He says he never had much trou- 
ble with them himself. “I knew what these 
kids were doing out of school because I'd 
done it all myself,” he laughs. He used to 
tell his students that the split-second deci- 
sions they made could affect the rest of 
their lives. One kid, whom Jones had saved 
from expulsion when he brought a gun to 
school, dropped out anyway and took up 
robbery for a living. “I felt awful,” says 
Jones now. “I'd taken him on as a project, 
for my own ego, and I'd failed. I grieved.” 

In 1964, Jones was at the blackboard, 

and a police officer came to his classroom: 
he was the kid who'd brought the gun to 
school. He'd almost gone on a robbery with 
friends but decided not to at the last 
minute, remembering Jones’s words about 
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split-second decisions affecting the rest of 
your life. One of the young man’s friends 
had been killed during the robbery. He 
thanked Jones for saving his life. 

“If I live forever, I’ll never feel better 
than I did when this kid told me that,” 
says Jones. As a teacher, he learned that 
lives could be turned around. At first, he 
thought the best way to change things was 
to work as he had, with individuals. But 
gradually — and reluctantly — he came 
to politics. 

Jones was raised by his grandparents in 
Clarksdale, Mississippi, during the ’30s 
and ’40s, a couple of generations removed 
from slavery. He had some trouble stick- 
ing to his station. 

“1 got in a lot of trouble in Mississippi 
for fighting with whites and not having the 
right attitude,” he recalls. He lost his right 
eye in one of those fights when he was sev- 
en. As a kid, he was caught between types. 
“I got in trouble with the black kids for 
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AS THE HEAD of the Boston Com- 
mittee in the early ’80s, Jones gradually 
— and reluctantly — came to politics. 


sounding white, and in trouble with whites 
for sounding like a smart nigger.” 

In 1948, police told his grandparents his 
attitude problems could get him killed. 
He'd been in jail for fighting, and, on his 
release, his grandmother ironed him some 
clothes and packed him a lunch of chicken 


and biscuits — “I'll never forget that meal” 


-— and put him, age 15, on a train to 
Chicago, where his aunt lived on the West 
Side. There, he worked in a pool hall and 
finished college. 

In 1964, he got his law degree from De- 
Paul University, and, in his first year as an 
attorney, he returned to Mississippi to de- 
fend civil-rights workers for the NAACP. 
He helped establish national legal-aid ser- 
vices during the ’70s, and was appointed 
chair of President Carter’s task force to in- 
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vestigate the Miami riots of 1980. 

Later that year, Jones became 
head of the Boston Committee, a 
coalition of black and white business, 
education, government, religious, me- 
dia, and neighborhood organizations. 
After Darryl Williams was killed by a 
white sniper on a Charlestown foot- 
ball field, Mayor Kevin White set up 
the committee to defuse racial ten- 
sions here, already heightened by 
school busing. 

The committee initiated programs 
to get more minority workers hired in 
the city,.and to expand the city’s use 
of minority suppliers and contractors. 
It set up multiracial youth councils 
and camps, and had the Boston Police 
community-disorders unit start kecp- 
ing records of hate crimes. Central to 
Jones’s work at the committee was his 
firm belief that the problems of the 
city could be solved only if the races 
worked together. 

It was education that drew Jones 
into politics. He says he first ran for 
city council in 1995 because he was in- 
censed that the Jeremiah Burke School had 
lost its accreditation; that the city had 
known the quality of education in the 
school was plummeting since 1989, and 
could have done something about it. Public 
debate at the time focused on where stu- 
dents were going to school, he says, rather 
than the quality of cducation they got. “The 
schools had been demagogued by the city 
council,” he recalls. “They focused on is- 
sues of integration and busing, and com- 
pletely missed — and, I think, purposely so 
— the importance of upgrading the 
schools.” 

Jones thinks that despite its limited pow- 
ers under the city charter, the city council 
can be more important to what happens in 
Boston than it is now. Councilors could 
file more legislation and speak out on poli- 
cy more, as they could have with the Burke 
School decision. “The city council can re-

tard almost anything the mayor wants to 
do,” he says. “That's a very important 
power.” 

Until recently, Jones had always thought 
of himself as apolitical. Then he watched 
the federal government recede from peo- 
ple’s lives, and he realized he’d been naive. 
“I always thought I was doing God’s work, 
but when you see how people elected into 
public office were able to dismantle the 
work of a generation, you realize how im- 
portant government can be.” 


ONES HAS all the makings of a strong 

candidate. And after 14 years in city 
matters — he was also founding chair of 
the Boston Fair Housing Commission, then 
Ray Flynn’s commissioner of real property 
— he certainly knows his way around City 
Hall. (Since 1994, he has been in private 
law practice.) 

Jones surprised people last time. In 1995, 
he'd started late, and resisted advisers’ insis- 
tence that he raise more money. Fundrais- 
ing, he recalls, was “the most excruciatingly 
difficult thing I ever tried to do. I’m geneti- 
cally unable to ask for money.” But he fin- 
ished strong, jumping from eighth place in 
the September primary to sixth place in 
November, tripling his vote. This time, Jones 
has started earlier, and he says he’s getting 
over his aversion to raising money. 

Still, he’s going to have to work very hard 
indecd. This year there are no open at-large 
seats. And Jones's natural constituents don’t 
deign to vote in city elections. 

There are about 200,000 registered vot- 
ers in Boston, and in a non-mayoral race 
year (which, if an opponent to Menino 
doesn’t materialize soon, could well be this 
year) only about 40 percent of those voters 
— or 80,000 — make it to the polls. Of 
those voters, according to long-time politi- 
cal observer Tom Driscoll, about 58 per- 
cent are likely to come from South Boston, 
Hyde Park, Roslindale, West Roxbury, and 
parts of Dorchester — largely white, mostly 
conservative areas. And that doesn’t augur 
well for Jones. 

“It’s always been a frustration for the 
city’s liberal elected officials and minority of- 
ficials,” says Driscoll, “that there are the 
numbers there to succeed, but because the 
numbers don’t participate, they’re almost 
doomed to defeat.” Turnout in liberal en- 
claves like the Back Bay, Beacon Hill, the 
South End, and even Jones’s own Jamaica 
Plain has been consistently abysmal. Bos- 
ton’s population is more than 40 percent mi- 
nority, but that doesn’t show up in the polls: 
neighborhoods like Mattapan and Roxbury 
have been near impossible to mobilize. 

Jones says he is proud to have contributed 
to an atmosphere in this city where the elec- 
torate no longer resists a candidate simply 
because he is black. But when the voters 
most likely to elect a black man choose not 
to vote, it looks like little has changed. 

So, as he always has, Jones must try to 
appeal across racial lines. He’s spending 
time in the political heartlands of Boston: 
he marched in Southie’s St. Patrick’s Day 
parade, and showed up at a community 
meeting on suicides there chaired by coun- 
cilor-at-large Peggy Davis-Mullen. “This is 
going to surprise her, my showing up like 
this,”” he said on the drive there. “I’m sure 
she'll understand.” 

In the big-voter neighborhoods, Jones is. 
up against two invincible at-larg® coun- 
cilors in Dapper O'Neil and Mickey 
Roache, and two more-vulnerable coun- 
cilors, Peggy Davis-Mullen and Steve Mur- 
phy, who nonetheless each have strong 
roots in South Boston and Hyde Park, re- 
spectively. All four benefit from the fact that 
council incumbents are notoriously hard to 
budge in this town. And since voters often 
give candidates the nod on the basis of 
name recognition, even Steve Murphy, who 
by election time will have just 10 months as 
an incumbent, looks fairly solid for now. If 
Suzanne lannella — who, as the daughter

of late council legend Christopher, has 
name recognition to burn — decides to 
run, she could be much more of a threat to 
the incumbents than Jones could. 


HICH IS why Jones has gone to the 

mayor for help. The key to a Jones vic- 
tory is mobilizing voters who aren’t used to 
voting, or who aren't used to voting for 
someone like him, and that’s where the 
mayor — and the city’s byzantine politics 
— might make all the difference. “Frank 
Jones just may live or die based on whether 
he gets the mayor’s assistance,” says former 
councilor and Suffolk County Court clerk 
John Nucci. 

Menino could score major enlightened- 
civic-leader points for supporting Jones, the 
highly regarded black candidate, for coun- 
cilor. Jones says he asked for Menino’s sup- 
port “straight out,” and that the mayor said 
he wasn’t committing to anyone just yet. 

Lending Jones his support might work 
out well for the mayor’s*image, but where

— and whether — the mayor decides to ex- 
ert an influence in the council race presents 
a political conundrum. Menino, like mayors 
before him, has involved himself and his or- 
ganization in a council race before, in 1995. 
Many people interviewed for this story say 
Peggy Davis-Mullen owes her re-election to 
Menino, who provided her with campaign 
workers, sign-holders, and advisers. Davis- 
Mullen demurs. “Menino workers were 
helping me and a multitude of candidates,” 
she says. “But if [Menino and I] were a 
married couple, he sure was unfaithful.” 

Since Davis-Mullen has been Menino’s 
harshest critic in recent months, he is un- 
likely to lend her his support in November. 
Backing Jones might also edge her out. 

But Menino might not support Jones. In- 
stead, he might usc his heft to bolster Steve 
Murphy, with whom he had a rocky rela- 
tionship before Murphy joined the council 
in February, but with whom his relations 
are now eerily civil. Menino even turned up 
at Murphy’s fundraiser recently. 

Jones is a little disheartened by the Mur- 
phy situation, but says he doesn’t mind in 
the end anyway. “When I was organizing 
this run, | didn’t factor the mayor in, be- 
cause | didn’t expect him to support my can- 
didacy. Maybe I’m not political cnough or 
connected enough . .. ” Jones says, trailing 
off. But he quickly perks up and adds that 
he’ll win with or without Menino’s help. 

Of course, Menino may also decide not 
to help anyone at all. Council president 
Jimmy Kelly, for one, will-be vigorously ar- 
guing for that. “I’m hoping that the mayor 
does not get involved with the city-council 
fight,” he says. “There has to be that sepa- 
ration of powers.” 

Which would leave Jones trudging 
doggedly up that steep electoral hill, with 
little to recommend him but the politically 
insignificant fact that many believe he de- 
serves to win. . w

there may be no better proof than 
Tommy Finneran’s lunch. 

Finneran is an obsessive fiscal conserva- 
tive with a contempt for budget deficits. He 
parts with public money the way one gives 
blood: for the neediest causes only, with ex- 
treme frugality, and perhaps a little nausea. 

And so, almost a year to the day after 
Finneran’s controversial election as House 
Speaker, the lunch he eats at a table in his 
third-floor State House office seems a 
perfect symbol of his no-frills, no-bullshit 
style: Starkist tuna from the can, tap water 
in a plastic cup, and a snack-pack cup of 
Mott’s applesauce. 

Finneran is forking tuna from the can 
just days before unveiling the first budget 
the House will produce during his tenure 
as Speaker. 

As a kid in the Dorchester neighbor- 
hood where he grew up, he was known as 
“Crazy Tommy” Finneran, for a wild 
streak that has included the occasional 
naked romp on the ski slopes or through a 
public fountain. But the budget released 
on Monday told a different story: when it 
comes to policy, 
Finneran, a Demo- 
crat who now lives 
in Mattapan, is 
anything but 
carefree. 

Nominally, the 
budget is the 
product of the 
House Ways and 
Means Committee, 


' T’S SAID YOU are what you eat, and 
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but this one must be considered a Finner- 
an work. The $18.3 billion spending pack- 
age is an exercise in extreme caution, 
snubbing both the tax cuts and the new 
social spending that had been proposed 
from right and left. Titled “A Prudent 
Course for Uncertain Waters,” the budget 
focuses on fortifying the state’s finances 
— paying off debts, building up savings, 
and speeding already approved spending 
projects. (Not such a bad strategy, except 
the budget cold-bloodedly rejects Bill 
Weld’s proposal to aid legal immigrants 
who lost their federal benefits last year.) 
The politics of the budget, however, are 
a little less restrained than the policy. 
Though Weld may have seen it coming, 
the absence of tax cuts was a harsh slap in 
the face (“Same Old Song,” News, April 
4), and it touched off some pointed, public 


‘ dueling between him and Finneran. 


As the Speaker and the governor trade 
jibes, however, House members are anx- 
ious to see how the budget will play out 
within their own institution. The budget 
debate, scheduled to begin on Monday, 
will go a long way toward defining Finner- 
an’s speakership — and should provide 
the clearest look yet at how the legislature 
will operate in the Finneran Era. 

After Finneran’s first year as Speaker, 
the early consensus on Beacon Hill and in 
the media pegged him as vindictive and 
authoritarian — a kind of Mattapan Mus- 
solini. Since his election last year, Finner- 
an has swiftly consolidated power, purging 
his opponents, rewarding his allies, and 
giving himself and his leadership team 
tight control over the legislative pro- 
cess. But as Speaker he has 
yet to handle a policy 
monster like the budget, 

the most fundamental re- 
sponsibility of the legis-

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lature, and the one with which he can exert the greatest in- 
fluence on the state. 

The worst fear of House members is that Finneran will 
limit debate and amendments, squelch dissent, and treat 
their budget requests like junk mail. Finneran to date has ex- 
hibited a sharp edge, but he still has a chance to prove that 
his reputation as an autocrat is exaggerated. And some firm- 
ness is warranted: past budget debates have been the setting 
for late-night sneakery of shameful proportions, and, though 
the state’s economy is humming like a BMW engine, Finner- 
an’s instinct to run a hyper-efficient budget process could 
send the right signals to both Wall Street bond barons and 
voters sizing up a legislature full of new faces. 

But if maintaining order becomes an excuse for paying 
off supporters and silencing enemies, Finneran will con- 
firm the worst fears about his thirst for power — and per- 
haps plant the first seeds of insurrection among the 
House’s 159 other members. 

So who is the Speaker? A well-meaning control freak 
with a passion for bringing order and prestige to the 
House? Or the Son of Bulger? 

“The jury’s still out,” says House Minority Leader David 
Peters. “The budget is some of the first work we’re going 
to do that will test the Speaker.” 


IFE IN the legislature is full of ironies,” Finneran says. So 
far, the story of his speakership has been one of them. 
Finneran talks with an almost manic intensity. His hands 
are constantly in motion, chopping the air for emphasis, draw- 
ing imaginary boxes to illustrate a point about efficiency, or 
reaching out to tap your knee if he senses he’s lost your atten- 
tion even for a moment. He is freewheeling, following conver-

sational tangents wherever they may lead, serving a hearty 
supply of jokes, and becoming suddenly stern when he gets 
onto certain topics — the budget, for ifistance, or his other 
great obsession, the image of the legislature. 

“We have a shoddy reputation, and we are our own worst 
enemy,” Finneran says. “We have done that to ourselves.” 

Finneran wants to make the legislature more serious, 
more accountable. In January he delivered a headline- 
grabbing‘address at the opening of the legislative session, 
in which he laid out an agenda for 1997 — and upstaged 
Bill Weld’s State of the State speech later that month. He 
has instituted a “lyceum” — a series of speeches to the 
members by big policy thinkers like Robert Reich and 
James Q. Wilson. The general idea, Finneran says, is to 
“get rid of the peripheral crap and the sideshows that 
sometimes dominate debate and discussions around here.” 

A window of opportunity does exist. Billy Bulger’s 17- 
year reign on Beacon Hill ended in 1995. Turnover has 
cleaned out the cobwebs and brought dozens of new faces 
to the legislature (with many more soon to come, as the 
state’s 1994 term-limits law begins to kick members out of 
office). The Commonwealth’s Rocky-like emergence from 
the depths of recession is casting state government in a 
softer light. 

But here’s the irony: just when Finneran aims to boost 


' the legislature’s standing, he has become a contentious fig- 


ure on Beacon Hill. Some reps and editorialists see him as 
engaging in the kind of excessive power-wielding and polit- 
ical revenge that has helped make the public so contemptu- 
ous of the institution. It seems that Finneran either doesn’t 
appreciate or doesn’t care that a hundred lyceums add up 
to naught in the public eye if the legislature appears to be 
not so much a deliberative body as the vehicle for one 


* man’s narrow agenda. 


Finneran’s speakership has been controversial from the 
outset, thanks to the startling tactics he used to win the 
post last April 9. Former representative Richard Voke (D- 
Chelsea) had won the support of a majority of House 
Democrats, which, with a straight party-line vote, had al- 
ways been enough to win the speakership. But Finneran 
staged a dazzling political Inchon landing, outflanking fel- 
low Democrats to enter enemy territory and collect the 
votes of every House Republican. Added to his Democratic 
support, it was just enough of a boost to achieve victory. 
Compared to the progressive Voke, the fiscally and socially 
conservative Finneran was a dream for a usually impotent 
Republican caucus. 

After that coup, Finneran wasted no time in centralizing 
power and zapping his opponents. By the end of January, 
he had replaced every Voke backer who held a committee 
chair with one of his own supporters from last April. Every 
Speaker empowers his chums, but Finneran’s purge was 
considered especially thorough and, some say, shortsight- 
ed. For instance, he booted John McDonough (D-—Jamaica 
Plain), a policy wiz and one of the country’s top health- 
care experts, from the chairmanship of the joint Health

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Care Committee. (Although to be fair, 
McDonough was more than a Richie Voke 
supporter — he was a proponent of 
health-care plans with hefty price tags, 
something that may have been even more 
troublesome to Finneran.) 

Seeing Finneran pals rewarded with 
powerful posts wasn’t as shocking as the 
raises he found for some of them. So far 
this year he has made up seven new lead- 
ership jobs: four “division chairs” in 
charge of rounding up votes will be paid 
an additional $15,000 each, and three new 
committee chairs will take in an extra 
$7500. 

Most relevant for lawmaking in Massa- 
chusetts, Finneran pushed through new 
House rules making it easier to limit de- 
bate and forbid amendments. He also 
boldly proposed that the legislature grab 
some of the governor’s power over the 
state’s infrastructure budget. 

All this was enough to make the Boston 
Globe conclude disapprovingly that 
Finneran “has made himself into one of 
the most powerful legislative officers in 


tee chairs who can’t do their jobs. 

“We've all been told that Tommy has 
gone to his chairs and said, ‘You must 
vote with me on all roll calls, and you can’t 
vote against me on the floor,’” says the 
representative. 

What’s more, Finneran has flashed 
some ominous signs of how he is willing to 
handle floor debate. During a floor session 
Finneran chaired last summer, for the first 
time in anybody’s memory, the Speaker 
refused to recognize members trying to be 
heard in the House chamber. 

As one Democratic legislator remembers 
it, “Finneran looked them right in the eye 
and refused to acknowledge their pres- 
ence, denying them the most fundamental 
right in the legislative system, which is the 
right to take the floor.” 


INNERAN’S EARLY power play has 

inevitably bred speculation that he’s 
raising his profile and influence with an 
eye toward running for higher office in a 
few years. 

Asked about future plans — there is talk 

of attorney general, of Boston mayor — 
Finneran seems to all but rule them out:

Finneran concedes his reforms and peo- 
ple-shuffling have set back his attempt to 
boost the legislature’s image — “The 
press says, ‘Oh, look at this, it’s like a 
[former Speaker] Tommy McGee power 
play. He’s taking care of his pals’ ” — but 
argues that he’s simply modeling the 
House after other legislatures in ways that 
will make it more orderly. 

Finneran’s assertion that he is no au- 
thoritarian will be tested by the budget 
process. He has set up the machinery to 
stifle dissent and ram through only his 
own proposals. The question is whether he 
will use it. 

Finneran cautions that there will be 
grumbling from legislators during next 
week’s debate. But that, he says, is the 
price of discipline. 

“You're not gonna see the nonsense that 
you always could expect to see when the 
Massachusetts House was having its budget 
debate,” he says. “There will be some who 
might respond and say, “Gee, we've never 
done this before.’ And I'll say, “You’re right, 
we've never done it before.’ We should have 
done it a long time ago, rather than having 
these debates on controversial policy 
changes in the midst of the budget debate. 
It should be about the budget. 

“I want to make sure that our budgets in 
particular don’t become breeding grounds 
for nonsense,” Finneran says. He promises 
he’ll severely curtail the use of “outside sec- 
tions,” legislative maneuvers used to attach 
extraneous legislation to the budget. 
Finneran will also prevent members from 
tacking on any legislation already working 
its way through the standard committee 
process. 

Some of Finneran’s points have merit. 
Unruly budget debates are often exploited 
by members looking to win goodies for 
their districts or score quick political 
points. That can mean wasteful spending 
and bloated, late budgets. 

But his critics protest that every House 
committee is chaired by a Finneran ally 
who, out of political or ideological kinship, 
will snuff bills the Speaker doesn’t like. 

“Members use the budget process be- 
cause in many cases it’s the only forum 
they have to get a piece of legislation to 
the floor for a vote,” says David Peters. 
“Now nothing gets to the floor unless it’s 
agreed to in somebody’s office.” 

“You say ‘no outside sections’ when 
you have a functioning committee system 
and committee chairs who are competent 
and can report out legislation in an expe- 
ditious manner,” says one Democratic 
representative. “The problem, of course, 
is that Tom Finneran has appointed a

“It is difficult, if not impossible, for people 
from my background, a working-class 
background, to seriously consider a run 
for higher office without whoring yourself 
out to an unacceptable level.” 

That said, Finneran can’t resist a little 
hubris: “I hope it doesn’t sound like I’m 
bragging, but . . . | know Scott Harsh- 
barger, | know Joe Malone, I know Joe 
Kennedy. I know the whole cast of charac- 
ters. Tom Birmingham would be a better 
governorthan any one of them. I’d be a 
better: governor than any one of them.” 

But Finneran restrains himself when -~ . 
pressed about the sway he holds as Speak- 
er. “I have some power, but I realize that 
all power here is subject to the majority, 
and I don’t have in my hip pocket 81 legis- 
lators or 120 legislators,” Finneran says 
(though he probably does have the 44 leg- 
islators he’s placed in leadership jobs with 
higher pay). 

Finneran would do well to keep that fact 
in mind during the budget debate and 
when it comes time to address future ma- 
jor business of the House. Resentment still 
lingers from what Bill Cosby would call 
Finneran’s “rendezvous” with the Republi- 
cans last year. And recent turnover has 
brought to the legislature an uncommon 
number of junior and freshman members 
who didn’t come to Beacon Hill expecting 
to be shut out by the authoritarian politics 
of old. 

It’s too early to start talking revolt, and 
the Democrats don’t have a successor can- 
didate waiting in the wings either. But 
some of the elements are in place for a 
backlash — or at least renewed acrimony 
between Finneran and his team and the 
rest of the House. 

As one Voke supporter says of the bud- 
get debate: “How tightly it’s controlled 
and whether we're allowed to offer our 
amendments will go a long way toward 
healing — or whether the animosity will 
be stoked up again.” 

One live wire for Finneran is the threat 
to his Republican support. State Republi- 
cans were dismayed that the budget in- 
cluded no tax cuts, and chafed further at 
Finneran’s suggestions early this week that 
he might forbid attempts to attach cuts 
during debate. 

Finneran’s actions next week and in the 
months to come will be the real proof of 
his intentions. But he does seem to recog- 
nize the risks in his aggressive leadership. 
If he loses the support of his members, 
“then I’m out there all alone leading the 
parade,” says the onetime au naturel skier. 
“I’m naked and I’m alone.” x 
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pected, but it was curious nevertheless.

what ultimately turned out to be a 10-part 
series, “America: Who Stole the Dream?”, 
published last September and expanded 
into a book.

led to a patient’s suicide. 

Sources say Storin was not unhappy to 
see McNamara leave. Yet in 1995, when 
Metro/Region columnist Bella English de- 
parted, Storin welcomed McNamara back 
to fill English’s slot. And because both he 
and McNamara were willing to put aside 
their differences, the Globe has its third 
Pulitzer in as many years. 

When reached earlier this week, McNa- 
mara declined to comment, citing a press- 
ing deadline: “The phone is ringing off the 
hook, which is really nice, except that I 
didn’t get a pass on tomorrow’s column.” 

Storin, though, concedes that their rela- 
tionship remains somewhat difficult. “One 
thing that will never change is that We’re 
both argumentative and passionate, and 
we'll always have fights over things,” he 
says.

The Globe’s run of three consecutive 
Pulitzers follows a drought that extended 
back to 1985. And Storin deserves consid- 
erable credit for the presence of two of the 
three winners: McNamara and Washing- 
ton-bureau chief David Shribman, who 
won the 1995 prize for beat reporting. It 
was Storin, as executive editor under 
then-editor Jack Driscoll, who lured 
Shribman from the Wall Street Journal in 
1992 after a previous effort had failed.

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HAT’S THE difference 

between a cemetery and a 
graveyard? Name as many of the 
seven ancient and the seven 
modern manmade wonders of 
the world as you can.

Start the Revolution 


RE YOU haunted by the thought of the 

Red Sox bursting our collective bubble 
once more? Sick of watching the Celtics 
tripping over their own shoelaces? Of course 
you are. So start satisfying those jockish 
cravings with a bit of footie — sorry, soccer 
— sar-kerr, as Americans call it. 

Since last year, when the New England 
Revolution started playing at Foxboro 
Stadium (also home to the Patriots — 
remember them?), it has no longer been 
necessary to travel to Buenos Aries, Milan, or 
Bolton to get the kind of excitement that only 
22 men running about in shorts can provide. 

Go to Foxboro next Sunday (April 20) 
for the Rev’s first home game of the season 
and you’ll have twice the fun: not only will 
you see the Rev play the Tampa Bay 
Mutiny (5:15 p.m.) in a Major League 
Soccer game, but first you’ll get to watch 
the US play Mexico (2:30 p.m.) in a vital 
World Cup qualifier. 


Granted, the Rev might not be the 
greatest team in the world, but they 
still play the world’s greatest game. 
(Yes, greatest game — if you don’t 
believe me, ask the other 95 
percent of the planet.) Last year 
they finished fifth in their division, 
which doesn’t seem so bad until you realize 
that there were only five teams. 

Since then, though, there are 13 new 
players in the squad, including four 
internationals — notably Italian goalkeeper 
Walter Zenga, and Mozambique forward 
Chiquinho Conde. Alexi Lalas lovers 
shouldn’t despair: the Rev’s lanky redhead 
will be lolloping around the field this 
season as he always has.

“The fans here have been 
tremendous,” says Aframe. “Last season we 
had the third-highest attendance in the 
league, despite our poor record.”

narrow Liberty Street, in the shade of the Old 
Town Hall, lies a rock-choked patch of New 
England history known as the North Point | 
Burying Ground. I’m standing at the center of | 
this tiny labyrinth of 17th-century headstones, | 


sandstone tablets protruding from 
a chaos of roots, each carved with 
the ghoulish, grinning skull that 
reminded Puritans of their “pre- 
destined” hereafter. Beside me, 
flecked with winter sunlight 
splayed through the branches of a 
massive oak, looms the monu- 
mental sarcophagus of Bay 
Colony patriarch Simon 
Bradstreet — governor and mag- 
istrate, founding father of the city 
of Cambridge, died 1697. 
Conspicuously absent, howev- 
er, is the grave | was hoping to 
find: that of Simon's even more 
famous wife, the poet - Anne 
Bradstreet mother of 
American literature, the first pub- 
lished author from these shores, 
whose verse collection, The Tenth 
Muse, Lately Sprung Up in 
America, was listed among the 
“10 most vendible books” in 
England after its printing in 1650. 
Unfortunately, Puritan women — 
even celebrities, it turns out — 
were laid to rest in unmarked 
plots, their bones assumed to lie 
mingled with their husbands’. 
Anne Bradstreet’s descendants 
told me she was buried here, but I 
can't find a woman’s name 
among Salem's dead before the 
late 1700s.

Churchyard, which I also visit on 
this February afternoon, since an 
on-line history buff insisted that 
Bradstreet’s grave is ‘actually here. 
Again | scramble among head- 
stones, in the twilight’s last, cold 
glimmer, desperately seeking 
Anne. Again, nothing. No portrait 
of our first poet survives. Her 
papers were destroyed when her 
North Andover home burned in 
1666. At least we still have her 
published poems; they are, to 
quote another Yankee poet named 
Anne (Sexton), her “immortality 
box.” But the fact that no monu- 
ment of any kind celebrates her 
memory — that no tangible 
“bookmark” holds her place in 
history — strikes me as unspeak- 
ably sad. 


MY SEARCH for Anne 
Bradstreet actually began with a 
reminder of her absence. In a 
recent Boston Globe update on 
the Cambridge controversy of the 
moment — the planned demoli- 
tion of the “Read Block” in the 
very heart of Harvard Square, a 
cluster of four historic buildings 
joined by a half-moon fagade that 
rounds the corner of 
Massachusetts Avenue and |FK

STRANGE TO THINK that the 
Puritan theocrats might have 
approved of the bank’s grand 
scheme. Industry, progress, pros- 
perity: these were seen as virtues, 
signs that a man was beloved by 
God. (Although these same 
theocrats were slightly suspicious 
of, banking itself; turning money 
into more money seemed a bit like 
devilish alchemy.) To genteel, 
educated Puritans like Simon 
Bradstreet and Anne’s father, 
Thomas Dudley (both Cambridge 
University graduates), over-senti- 
mentalizing the past was a symp- 
tom of mental weakness. But | 
like to think Anne Bradstreet 
would have been ready to mount 
the barricades alongside today’s 
preservationists. 

Pious and meditative, Anne was 
very much the devoted wife who 
had penned, for Simon, the 
famous lines: “If ever two were 
one, then surely we./If ever man 
were loved by wife, then thee... ” 
But she was also quietly subver- 
sive, at a time when it was dan- 
gerous for anyone to be a rebel, 
least of all a woman. 

The Puritan elders went to 
great lengths to silence dissenters. 
Dudley himself once warned 
against the dangers of “tolera- 
tion.” Both he and Simon 
Bradstreet (who together, writes 
one historian, “held so many 
important offices that their histo- 
ry is that of New England”) had a 
hand in the persecution of 
Quakers. A Rhode Island Friend 
described, in the mid 1600s, the 
harsh treatment his brethren rou- 
tinely suffered here in 
Massachusetts: “Three were mar- 
tyred, and three had their right 
ears cut off. One hath been 
burned with the letter H. Thirty- 
one persons have received 650 
stripes — one was beat until his 
body was like a jelly. One lieth in 
iron fetters condemned to die.” 








So it must have taken great 
courage for Anne Bradstreet not 
only to reject the passive role 
assigned to women but to defy 
her own husband and father, two 
of the staunchest Puritan extrem- 
ists. She dared to befriend Anne 
Hutchinson, even as Dudley and 
Bradstreet were scheming to ban- 
ish her for the heinous crime of 
teaching Scripture to women. She 
openly opposed Simon when, as 
magistrate, he helped condemn 
the Quaker Mary Dyer, who was 
hung from the great elm. on 
Boston Common in the spring of 
1660. As she heard the crowd rid- 
ing back from the hanging, Anne 
wrote: “The hoofprint of every 
horse falls right upon my heart.” 
According to historian Ruth 
Plimpton, she railed at Simon, 
weeping, “Might not life be 
spared? Death is a great thing!” 
But her husband had turned a 
deaf ear to her pleas, and on that 
“heaviest day of her life” she 
made it clear she considered him 
an unyielding tyrant. 

That Anne cared to write poet- 
ry at all was viewed askance by 
some Puritan busybodies. I can 
picture hushed conversation 
among the menfolk as they debat- 
ed what to “do” about Anne. In 
the end they “let” her continue — 
even encouraged her — but were 
clearly baffled by her skill. The 
Tenth Muse opens with a flurry of 
blurbs by men apologizing for the 
author’s gender: “It half revives 
my chill frost-bitten blood,/To see 
a woman once do ought that’s 
good,” quips the preacher 
Nathaniel Ward, who elsewhere in 
his writings had likened women’s 
brains to those of squirrels. 

Theologian Cotton Mather 
once described Anne’s poetry as a 
“crown unto her father”; genera- 
tions later, her Victorian biogra- 
pher, a Colonel Caldwell, 
summed up her life via a chapter 





on Simon, a chapter on Thomas 
Dudley, a chapter on cach of her 


children . . . and almost nothing 
on Anne herself. Even John 
Berryman’s celebrated ode, 


“Homage to Mistress Bradstreet,” 
devotes a good many of its 57 
stanzas to Anne the daughter, 
Anne the mother, Anne the wife. 
So where did Anne find her 
own voice, her crusader’s right- 


eods tone? In one poem, defend- 
ing her right to write, she 
declares, “I am obnoxious to each 
carping tongue,/That says my 
hand a needle better fits!” She 
takes courage, in part, from the 
example of her idol, the late 
Queen Elizabeth I: “Nay mascu- 
lines,” she writes, “you have thus 
taxed us long,/But she, though 
dead, _ will vindicate our

She also ‘throws off Puritan 
prudery, in historical poems that 
are both erudite and bawdy. In 
her cpic on ancient Assyria, she 
revels in the exploits of the prosti- 
tute Semiramis, even while she 
describes the emperor 
Sardanapalus as a cross-dresser 
who cavorts “like a strumpet 
clad.” She asserts her literary 
opinions with bravado — charg- 
ing, for instance, that anyone who 
dislikes the poet Sir Philip Sidney 
is an ignorant “bectle-head.” 

But Anne Bradstreet is best 
remembered for her “medita- 
tions,” sober poems on a rugged 
life of the spirit — on “the vanity 
of all earthly things” — expressed 
in elaborate and very John 
Donne-like metaphysical con- 
ceits. Her literary legacy is a 
bridge between Puritan theology 
and the liberal reform that fol- 
lowed, a key to the classic, Yankee 
contradiction between stern prag- 
matism and spiritual fancy, a half- 
step between Milton and our 
19th-century transcendentalists. 
She is a touchstone of everything 
mystical in American poctry. 

Yet there is nowhcre we can go 


and pay, like Berryman, our 
“homage to Mistress B.” — no 
grave, no house, no relic, no 


exhibit in any museum. Nothing 
but a sliver of a café in Harvard 
Square where her essence still 
lingers in the soil beneath swivel- 
ing chrome barstools and °50s 
formica. And where Tasty owner

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Allen Ginsberg 1926-1997 


Reflecting on one of America’s great poets 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ | feel inconsolably | 


sad. A few days before he died last Saturday | 
morning, at the age of 70 (70! — is it possible | 
this perpetual free spirit could have had an 
age?), I’d heard that Allen Ginsberg was — 
gravely ill with only recently diagnosed liver | 


cancer. He knew he was dying: 
he was writing a poem about his 
funeral. He neyer shied away 
from facing things, or being at 
the center of them. I think he was 
the first major American poet of 
this century to speak not only to 
his own generation but to mine as 
well. It was one of the things I 
loved him for. 

Ginsberg gave the very first 
poetry reading I ever went to, at 
Queens College in 1958 or 1959. I 
was a freshman. | didn’t know 
anything about poetry, but | knew 
who Allen Ginsberg was. He 
attracted a tremendous and sup- 
portive crowd, and the excitement 
of the occasion was intensified 
when — I think it was in the mid- 
dle of “Kaddish,” his great poem 
about his mother, Naomi — a 
voice in the crowd yelled out: 
“Why don’t you read some REAL 
poetry?” The voice was roundly 
shushed, and I don’t recall 
Ginsberg acknowledging the dis- 
turbance. Wasn't this “real” poet- 
ry? | was too young and ignorant 
to know the difference (many pro- 
fessional critics weren't yet sure 
about his poetry either), but there 
was surely something real about it 
— and it was really something! 

Ginsberg wasn’t assigned in my 
modern poetry course, though | 
think some of the older students 
wanted to be Beat poets. The per- 
son who most opened my eyes to 
him was my _ graduate-school 
classmate Frank Bidart, who 
adored Ginsberg and knew his 
poems well beyond the most obvi- 
ous ones: “Howl” (which it’s still 
illegal to broadcast in its entire- 
ty!), “Kaddish,” “A Supermarket 
in California,” “To Aunt Rose.” It 
was Frank who led me _ to 
Ginsberg’s more recent work, and 
especially to one of his master- 
pieces, “City Midnight Junk 
Strains,” his intimate elegy for 
Frank O'Hara (who was born the 
same year): 


... 1 see New York thru your eyes 

and hear of one funeral a year 
nowadays — 

From Billie Holiday's time 

appreciated more and more 

a common ear 

for our deep gossip. 


He never stopped being himself. 
At a memorable dinner at 
Harvard’s Signet Society, he was 
one of three literary luminaries 
honored. Huge Kurt Vonnegut 
was in impeccable evening dress; 
tiny Eric Segal wore a black velvet 
outfit; and Ginsberg wore jeans 
and a red plaid flannel shirt. In the 
mid °*70s, Frank Bidart and 
Marcia Stubbs invited him to read 
at the Wellesley College chapel. 
Earlier in the day, Peter Orlovsky, 
Ginsberg’s lover, had _ been 
strolling around the campus 
pulling cigarettes out of the hands 
and mouths of Wellesley smokers. 
The reading began with Ginsberg 


sitting in the aisle with his harmo- 
nium doing his extended “Om,” 
then ascending to the platform on 
the altar. A few minutes into the 
reading, he was interrupted by a 
voice far back among the 
standees:. “Fuck you, Allen 
Ginsberg!” (Had the F-word ever 
been uttered in the Wellesley 
Chapel?) 

“Hello, Gregory,” Ginsberg 
replied, with deadpan calm. It was 
his old friend Gregory Corso. 
Comically intrusive at first, Corso 
— probably drunk — wouldn’t 
keep quiet. The crowd was get- 
ting impatient, but Allen kept 
cool, finally inviting Corso up to 
the platform. 

“Why don’t you let me read 
something?”, Corso complained. 

“Because this is my reading, 
Gregory,” Ginsberg responded. 
Eventually, in a more peremptory 
tone, he ordered Corso to sit 
down and keep quiet, which he 
then did, and the reading contin- 
ued without further incident. 

In 1986, | asked UMass/ 
Boston, where | teach, to fund a 
Ginsberg reading (I think his fee 
was $3000 in those days — but 
Ginsberg was so famous there 
was less trouble getting that much 
money than the couple of hun- 
dred dollars most other poets 
get). His elaborate contract had 
stipulations about herbal tea, 
fresh flowers, and a table at a cer- 
tain height. When he arrived, he 
was something of a prima donna 
about these arrangements — not 
what I'd have expected from such 
an experienced reader. But now 
I’m sure he must have been 
extremely nervous. Once the 
reading started, he was moving 
and funny and generous with his 
time, staying much longer than 
what had been contracted for. 
Corso was there too, and 
Ginsberg invited him to read his 
masterpiece, “Marriage.” Once 
the reading was over, Ginsberg 
was an angel. He stayed around 
to talk to students for more than 
an hour, even after the exhausting 
reading. 

A few years ago, at a small 
gallery in the South 
End, Brent Sikkema 
curated an exhibition of 
Ginsberg’s own pho- 
tographs, along with 
photographs of him by 
his most penetrating 
and sympathetic pho- 
tographer, Elsa Dorf- 
man. On the way to the 
opening, I saw Gins- 
berg walking down 
Harrison Avenue with 
two young men. 

“Hi, Allen,” I called 
out. 

“I can’t talk now — 
I’m hypoglycemic and 
I need to get some- 
thing to eat right 
away!” And ‘they 
rushed, off.

We were never intimates (I 
doubt he remembered my name), 
but I loved our occasional social 
run-ins. It was amazing to be 
around him — he seemed to have 
a direct pipeline to the world cap- 
itals. He knew what was going on 
in Beijing and Beirut. He sounded 
like the director of the CIA but 
probably knew more. Of course, 
he was a political figure, and a 
role model and father figure to 
other — especially younger — 
gay writers. He would announce, 
genealogically, that he had slept

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with a man who had slept with a 
man who had slept with Walt 
Whitman (the “Oral Tradition,” a 
famous critic remarked). 

He was the ultimate outsider 
who became the ultimate insider. 
| heard that last week Paul 
McCartney and Bob Dylan were 
planning to deliver a piano to 
Allen’s new loft. He had even 
started publishing poems in the 
New Yorker. 

But above all he was a profound 
and inspired poet — a master of 
language, timing and spacing, and 
the ringing phrase 
(“hydrogen jukebox”), 
and of — emotional 
nuance. Of the most sig- 
nificant poets of this 
century, because he 
wrote so much, he might 
be among the most 
uneven, though he 
admitted that all the talk 
about leaving his poems 
unrevised, or writing on 
drugs, was never quite 
true, that he actually 
worked very hard on his 
revisions, and that he 
kept only a few experi- 
mental or drug-induced 
first drafts intact. Of 
course, he found, or cre- 
ated, an astonishing new 
language very early on

— an idiosyncratic (though wide- 
ly imitated — and still imitated) 
mixture of syntax both utterly free, 
even rambling, and concentrated, 
condensed, abbreviated,  tele- 
scoped. There’s a general impres- 
sion that after his first handful of 
books the quality of his writing fell 
off. But many of his later poems, 
like “White Shroud” and 
“Salutations to Fernando Pessoa” 
(which ends “Pessoa Schmessoa”) 
are among his very best. | can’t 
wait to see the poem about his 
funeral. 

I think Ginsberg’s poctic great- 
ness most lies in the way he com- 
bined two apparently opposing 
directions — the comic and the 
elegiac. There isn’t a more painful 
or sadder poem than “Kaddish,” 
but it’s got its wild spurts of hilar- 
ity and grotesque black humor. He 
was a personal clegist — for his 
family, his friends — and an 
elegist — the elegist — for our 
entire society and culture. 

As | write this, I’m listening to a 
record, not of Ginsberg reading his 
own poems but of him singing his 
musical settings of Blake’s Songs 
of Innocence and Experience. No 
poct was ever both more innocent 
and more experienced. His ragged 
voice is beautiful. | can’t tell you 
how heartbroken | am that it’s so 
suddenly stilled. ea

Revisiting the glory days of punk rock

rock just like these photos — in living black-

snuck out in my jacket pocket. And feeling | 


half-guilty after seeing ‘the 
Ramones and thinking how I'd 
let my fuckin’ meathead friends 
back home set a copy of Never 
Mind the Bollocks, Here’s the Sex 
Pistols on fire and throw it in a 
Connecticut lake as the pyrotech- 
nics display for my birthday. 

I'd felt I'd betrayed the ideas — 
the art — that these people who 
were transforming themselves 
and their clothes and their music 
were living. | was an interloper, a 
thrillseeker, just trying to get a 
grasp on where this new and fas- 
cinating bohemian liberation 
front was headed. But the people 
who were playing or roosting at 
CB’s and the Mud Club every 
night from °77 to '80 were right in 
the'thick of it — on the front of a 
cultural battleground that would 
change a generation’s aesthetics. 
And the shooters of Blank 
Generation were among them. 

These photos — from glorified 
snapshots to compelling night 
portraits that sum up the glorious 
gray areas of.art and psychology 
that early punk’s embrace held — 
speak of a time when the music 
and lifestyle was fresh enough to 
snap when it bent. They’re old 
postcards from white America’s 
last great creative edge — from a 
time when being a “punk” meant 
you really were an outsider. (By 
the way, if you think there’s any- 
thing “punk” about bands who 
get ferried to gigs by their parents 
until they sign a big record deal 
and get mass-marketed to multi- 
platinum . . . you're wrong.) 

Some of this is very familiar: 

Roberta Bayley’s shot of the 
Ramones from their first album 
cover and her chocolate-syrup 
bloodstained portrait of the 
Heartbreakers; former Spin 
photo editor George DuBose’s 
fiery satanic rendering of the 
Fleshtones from their Hexbreaker 
album; Bob Gruen’s shot of the 
Sex Pistols clowning in a bar with 
straws; Ebet Robert’s Village 
Voice cover shot of a remarkably 
fresh-faced Elvis, Costello on 
stage at the Capitol Theater in 
Passaic, New Jersey, in ‘78. 
They're stage shots, dressing- 
room moments, publicity pix, and 
street scenes — capturing all the 
sweat-tightened leather and atti- 
tude we’ve come to expect from 
high-quality rock photography. 

But the work of Stephanie 
Chernikowski and Godlis cuts 
beneath the surface of the early 
punk scene. Chernikowski gets 
into her subjects in ways that we 
haven't often seen. There’s a 
close-up of David Byrne’s head, 
taken from below. And the shad- 
ows play on his face in a way that 
accents the strength of his jaw 
and his solid cheekbones, making 
him seem more like a young 
Marine than a birdlike minstrel. 
Her shot of Television’s Richard 
Lloyd at CBGB — the light 

»reflecting off his pageboy haircut,

hexagonal sunglasses on well 
after midnight — reveals the hus- 
tler behind the unpretentious 
image. There’s also Scott 
Kempner of the Dictators, sweat- 
soaked and reclining on an aban- 
doned car behind CBGB, that’s 
the essence of a performer who's 
just hollowed out his soul in per- 
formance. Nice stuff. 

In his photos of scenesters giv- 
ing each other haircuts with a cig- 
arette lighter, Patti Smith standing 
on the corner of Bleecker and 
Bowery, Arto Lindsay strolling 
rain-streaked streets, or Richard 
Hell on stage, a cigarette burning 
between his fingers as he warbles 
into the microphone, Godlis brings 
the surreal edge of the 
blossoming punk scene 
into our laps. Like the 
artists he photographed, 
he worked in extremes for 
these pictures — eschew- 
ing flashes in favor of 
pushing his film to create 
grainy textures and sharp 
contrasts in light and 
darkness. And he shows a 
knack for capturing great 
moments, whether it’s the 
Ramones playing on stage 
at CB’s to a packed house 
or Alex Chilton standing 
on a median strip, his head 
illuminated by a shaft of 
streetlight, an ambulance 
with flashing __ lights 
whirring toward the cam- 
era, cars speeding past — 
all amplified by a raindrop 
that hit the camera lens, 
casting dark little clouds 
into the image. 

Striking as these images 
can be, the bottom line 
here is fun. That’s how it 
was for the musicians, too. 
It’s also a blast to see once 
again faces that have drift- 
ed into obscurity, like Poly 
Styrene of X-Ray Spex, or 
Snooky of the Sic Fucks 
wielding a gigantic meat 
cleaver. If these artists

Kevin Smith's Chasing Amy swings 


BY ALICIA POTTER The female characters in writer/director Kevin 
Smith’s “New Jersey Trilogy” tend to know their way around a 
backseat. In his rip-roaring 1994 debut, Clerks, a Parkway princess 


defends her reputation with 
delightfully jumbled logic: sure, 
she gave 37 guys blowjobs, but 
she slept with only three of them. 
Likewise, 1995’s erratic Mallrats 
plops a 15-year-old sexpert on a 
galleria bench to solicit volunteers 
for “research.” But in the bracing 
last chapter of his Garden State 
triptych, a grown-up Smith doesn’t 
hustle easy chicks for easy laughs. 
Instead, his first dramatic effort 
turns out a winsome heroine who, 
though sexually daring, is as 
heartbreaking and complicated as 
her love story. 

Alyssa Jones (Joey Lauren 
Adams) is a comic-book artist 
whose knowing half-smile and 
Betty Boop squeak slip a hint of 
innuendo into nearly everything 
she says. She catches the eye of 
sensitive Holden (Ben Affleck), a 
fellow artist who meets her at a 
comic-book convention he’s 
attending with his partner, Banky 
(Jason Lee). From their first nim- 
ble exchange, Holden and Alyssa 
appear a perfect match. He writes 
comics. She writes comics. He’s 
from New Jersey. She’s from New 












Jersey. He likes girls. She likes... 
girls. 

Love doesn’t get much thornier 
than this. But Smith doesn’t 
cower from the challenges of a 
boy-meets-lesbian romance; his 
reward, and ours, is a temptress 
who’s smart, confident, and 
brazenly libidinous. In other 


words, she’s no Ellen. Alyssa flirts - 


with abandon, fucks without 
guilt, and fists on special occa- 
sions. Best of all, she’s not the 
type who has to hike up her self- 
esteem along with her panties the 
next morning. 

Not that Alyssa is a mere 
primer on lesbian lovemaking — 
it’s just that, like a junior-high 
boy with a crush, Smith shows off

a bit before exposing his emotion- 
al side. Early on, he clings to 
familiar comedic territory, load- 
ing the script with a barrage of 
self-indulgent Gen X chitchat. In 
one raucous scene, Alyssa and 
Banky swap cunnilingual misad- 
ventures, going so far as to com- 
pare “permanent injuries” suf- 
fered during the sport. Smith also 
pits, with mixed success, the iras- 
cible, homophobic Banky against 
Hooper (an overweening Dwight 
Ewell), a gay African-American 
comic-book artist who flicks his 
limp wrist into a fist of black rage 
whenever a fan’s around. 

But just as the wearying repar- 
tee hurtles out of control, Smith 
has Alyssa and Holden melt into a

seemingly preposterous, hope- 
lessly passionate affair. The cou- 
ple’s soul-baring dialogue spills 
out like the real thing: breathless, 
questioning, heartfelt. Alyssa con- 
fronts an insecure Holden about 
her eyebrow-raising past, recall- 
ing that girl in everyone’s high 
school who seemed to like sex just 
a little too much. But rather than 
slap a label on her, the film 
explores her state of limbo. A 
member of her predictable sapphic 
crowd scoffs, “Another one bites 
the dust.” Meanwhile Banky eyes 
her with brooding skepticism, as 
he struggles with losing his best 
friend to love. In portraying 
Alyssa as a busy girl carnally, 
Chasing Amy also rips at the 
hypocrisy endured by women 
whose erotic histories blow away 
even the most swaggering studs’. 
Smith layers these provocative 
themes deftly; only at the end 
does he stumble a little, tacking 
on a pat conclusion. 








The film plucks winning per- 
formances from Adams and fel- 
low Mallrats cast members 
Affleck and Lee (all play different 
characters here). Back for the 
third time are Jason Mewes and 
Smith himself as the uproarious 
metalheads Jay and Silent Bob. 
Apart from the familiar troupe, 
there’s a sly smattering of in-jokes 
to fuse the director’s three-film 
ode to his home state. 

In short, Smith has survived 
the sophomore jinx that thwarted 
Mallrats. Nervy, sincere, and 
irreverent, this unusual romance 
distinguishes itself from the cur- 
rent crop of upstarts with a 
knack for finger-snapping banter 
but little else. It takes guts to 
make a personal film, and 
Smith’s tender characterization 
of Alyssa proves he’s got the 
goods. Never mind the conve- 
nience store or the mall: this time 
he dares to set his New Jersey 
story in the heart. R 











Tattoo party 


Films that'll get under your skin 


I’ve kvetched before in this column about living-dead film adaptations 
of great lit that keep crawling our way. Among the past year’s read-the- 
book-instead efforts: Jane Eyre and Emma, The Portrait of a Lady and 


Jude the Obscure. 

Read-the-play instead: the 
teenybopper Romeo and Juliet. 
And I confess that my feet turn to 
concrete whenever I ponder a trip 
to Kenneth Branagh’s four-hour 
Hamlet. 

If not classics on film, what's 
the alternative? Glad you asked. 

Tattoo movies! 

That’s my recommendation for 
something genuinely adventur- 
ous, a subgenre to be explored. 

Virgin-skinned myself, I call on 
expert help from dARCY (her 
spelling) Vogelle, 21, the seven- 
time tattooed manager of 
Cambridge’s Hollywood Express 
video store. She knows her 
movies (“I’m going through my 
Joan Crawford phase, one of the 
great Hollywood divas”), and she 
is committed — aesthetically, 
spiritually — to body art. 

“I did not choose to get tat- 
toos. They were always part of 
me,” dARCY says. “I once lived 
with a tattoo artist, the father of 
my four-year-old son. Tattoo 
culture isn’t the same as showing 
off a tattoo; serious people have 
more to say about their body art 
than ‘I was drunk.’ 

“Right now it’s a cool thing to 





have tattoos, but I wish it weren’t. 
It lessens the intensity of what tat- 
toos are. I’ll never remove mine. 
Never! In fact, I'll get more 
because it’s an addictive thing.” 

Admiring what she calls “the 
tattoo lifestyle,” dARCY despises 
the 1981 film Tattoo as “detri- 
mental to tattoo culture. Bruce 
Dern is a nut who steals a woman 
and tattoos her against her will. If 
anything, real artists turn people 
off to body art if they aren’t total- 
ly serious.” 

The Rose Tattoo (1955): “I like 
it that a woman gets a tattoo to 
immortalize her love.” The 
Yakuza (1975): “There are 
Japanese gangsters with stunning 
traditional tattoos.” Once Were 
Warriors (1994): “Most of the 
Maori men have them, but their 
tattoos aren’t addressed at all. 
That’s appealing. Usually, tattoos 








, 


are an identification of someone 
who did something wrong.” 
dARCY’s favorite tattoo movies 
are on video: The Illustrated Man 
(1969) and Irezumi (1983). 

The first, from a Ray Bradbury 
fantasy novel, is about a weary 
time traveler who, removing his 
shirt, reveals astonishing “skin 
illustrations.” Each suggests a tale 
of his life as he passes through 
time barriers. dARCY says, “I 
think of body art as a way of 
expression, with each tattoo 
telling a story, just as in this 
movie.” 

dARCY’s most oft-watched 
tattoo film, Irezumi, is about a 
Japanese woman who tries to 
appease her lover, who is 
attracted to women with tattoos. 
“As she’s slowly getting a tradi- 
tional tattoo covering her whole 
back, she begins to realize that 
the tattooing is more about her- 
self. She becomes freer, finds 
her worth.” 

dARCY can empathize. “At 14, 
I had my nose pierced and blue 
hair and a first tattoo on my wrist, 
a ‘home job’ of a peace sign. My 
mother never tried to stop me, 
because I’m strong-willed, and 
she knew I was serious. Now she 
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because it’s an addictive thing.”

Martha Mason in no man’s land

Day snowstorm that crushed 
the crocuses and turned the 
streets into a deadly game of 
dodge-’em? Well, Mason seems 
to like leading the audience into 
a borderland between absurdity 
and crisis, so the freaky weath- 
er probably suited her. 

On Thursday’s opening 
night, Aislinn MacMaster left 
off the pseudo-wrestling duet 
she was doing with Rick 
Roberts and walked into the 
wings, where a heavy cloth 
drape was smoldering against a 
lighting instrument. MacMaster 
calmly put out the incipient dis- 
aster and signaled to Roberts it 
was Okay to make their exit. 

Even though this happened 
early in the program, I wasn’t 
sure whether the crisis had 
been real or staged. Mason had 
already set. up an atmosphere 
of theatrical near-peril in Ajar, 
a piece of totally merged media 
in which she used her body as 
another element in a pictorial 
journey through some territory 
of the unconscious. 

The list of Mason’s collabo- 
rators for Ajar took up a whole 
page in the program. 
Projection video, film, light 
and shadow effects, whispered 
phrases, and loud whiny music 
washed together in the deep 
space of the Green Street 
Studio’s loft. Out of this calcu- 
lated chaos a face or parts of a 
human body would take shape 
for a minute, usually not long 
enough to establish its relation- 
ship to the real world we were 
sitting in, and then would sink 
into the primordial soup of 
images again. 

When the apparition could

be identified as a person, she 
seemed to be at different times 
struggling, falling through 
space, looming to enormous 
size and subsiding into the 
floor, swinging from side to 
side like a pendulum, and 
finally inching laboriously 
toward some far-off source of 
light. The distortions and con- 
trasts and tense juxtapositions 
of stimuli resembled devices 
used by the Expressionists to 
stage the traumatized psyche. 
In another solo, Departure 
1-5, Mason acted out several 
vignettes, perhaps moments in 
the life of a woman who fears 
getting old. She clutches a 
black umbrella. She hunches 
behind it and pushes across the 
space as if bucking a high 
wind. She stares into an imag- 


inary mirror and plucks at her . 


skin, her hair. 

All this searching into the 
female state of mind seems 
oddly out of date in millennial 
American dance, but Mason 
has worked a lot in Europe, 
where dance theater specializes 
in such matters. And she pre- 
vents the introspection from 
getting sudsy by keeping the 
ideas short and undeveloped, 
slicing them apart with black- 
outs, and cycling bizarre ges- 
tures into her movement 
sequences. 

The other side of Mason’s 
choreographic coin — small 
physical pieces with an almost 
joky air — seemed quite con- 
tradictory to me until I realized 
that structurally they share the 
same elements. What’s earnest 
in the psychological pieces 
becomes fodder for irony in 








the others. In Chalk Border, 
Mason and George Whiteside 
evolve through a series of 
power plays — _ tumbling 
against each other, mounting, 
hefting, upending, letting go, 
each aggressive move requiring 
the partner to become an 
accomplice. In Tilt, Whiteside 
and Roberts scootched across 
a back wall, flattened like spi- 
ders or curled up and rolling 
sideways. Every once in a while 
they’d look quizzically at the 
audience, which would laugh 
on cue. 

Another main influence for 
Mason seems to be the 
Nikolais-Pilobolus stream of 
physical surrealism, where the 
body can display unsuspected 
attributes and aptitudes once 
it’s disconnected from normal 
interactive cause and effect. In 
Turbozamboni, MacMaster, 
Mason, and Marjorie Morgan 
are dressed in protective ice- 
hockey gear: shoulder pads, 
knee pads, bike helmets. They 
throw huge sports moves at 
each other and the audience. 
An announcer comments: 
“Unbelievable! Unbelievable!” 
In Struggle for Pleasure, the 
two men and MacMaster and 
Mason whiz around the floor 
like Mother Ginger in skirts 
like lampshades that cover the 
wheeled chairs they must be 
sitting on. 

Often during this concert I 
thought Mason was on tech- 
nology overload. Ajar might 
have been made for conven- 
tional theater spaces, and the 
modest facilities at Green 
Street didn’t always allow the 
illusions to happen. In other 
pieces, the proppy effects and 
disaffected attitudes of the 
dancers made me wonder 
whether Mason really is all that 
adolescent or just thinks her 
audience is. ©

Nuns and lovers 


Sister Amnesia and Circles 


BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE Sister Amnesia’s All New Nunsense 
Jamboree (at the 57 Theatre, indefinitely) is one prolonged pratfall, a 
running joke with no legs. The joke is the same one writer/composer/ 


director Dan Goggin has been 
milking for a dozen years, in his 
first two Nunsense musicals. To 
wit, of which there is none: nuns 
just want to have fun. In the 
original Nunsense, the fun is 
occasioned by an accidental 


massacre. After 52 denizens of a 
Hoboken convent die of botulism 
induced by a bad batch of vichys- 
soise from Sister Julia Child of 
God, the survivors stage a show 
to raise dough for the burials. 
The silliness of Nunsense II is 
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suspended from a narrative 
thread of similar weight and sub- 
stance. Now, Goggin has round- 
ed out the trinity with a lowdown 
hoedown that has all the drollery 
of the TV variety show Hee-Haw 
and precisely the same barnyard 


set and roughhewn staging. 

Nunsense Jamboree has a 
premise but no plot. A series of 
song-and-dance numbers loosely 
tacked together by goofy sketches 
and cornpone one-liners, the 
show purports to be the opening 
performance of a 
national tour 
intended to pro- 
mote the singing 
career of Sister 
Mary Amnesia, 
who has emerged 
from a long funk 
of forgetfulness 
determined to 
pursue her newly remembered 
lifelong dream of becoming a 
C&W star. 

Unfortunately, Nunsense 
Jamboree lacks the sole shred of 
sense it needs to achieve its 
exceedingly limited aims. Although 
the show’s four nuns and their 
priest sidekick are dressed in full 
pre—Vatican II regalia tarted up 
with various countrified acces- 
sories, they profess no religious, 
charitable, or altruistic purpose 
whatsoever. The tour is a quest for 
fame and fortune, pure and sim- 
ple. If not for their black robes and 
white wimples, the nuns could be 
mistaken for any wholesome 
Minnie Pearl wanna-bes with a 
song on their lips and dollar signs 
in their eyes. 

Goggin has set out to attract a 
large and religiously diverse audi- 
ence to his nun shows, and he’s 
been wildly successful. The origi- 
nal was the second-longest-run- 
ning Off Broadway show ever, 
and it’s had more 5000 produc- 
tion in 26 languages and grossed 
more than $100 million. But in 
Nunsense Jamboree, Goggin is so 
bent on catholicity that he all but 
leaves out the Catholics. Why 
latch onto a shtick and then fail to 
play it out? Perhaps the answer 








can be found at the box office. 

By casting a wide net and drag- 
ging it deep, Goggin muddies the 
musical waters as well. Although 
the concert is billed as a C&W 
extravaganza, less than half of the 
tunes sound even remotely coun- 

try. Instead they 
have a- generic 
show-tune feel, 
which gets dull, 
and the dancing is 
uninspired and 
costume-encum- 
bered. The entire 
cast, however, 
sings with 
panache, and Jeanne Tinker is 
memorable in the role of Sister 
Amnesia. Otherwise, this unfor- 
givably lame show is all too easy 
to forget. 

Across town, another fine cast, 
under the direction of Kate 
Caffrey, is languishing in Jannett 
Bailey’s misbegotten Circles 
(presented by Threshold Theatre 
at the Boston Center for. the Arts 
through April 19). The play, 
which centers on the vexed rela- 
tionship between an African- 
American lesbian and her crusty 
and critical mother, contains the 
kernel of a compelling drama, but 
Bailey doesn’t begin to explain 
why the mother doggedly refuses 
to return her daughter’s love. 
Early on, it seems as if homopho- 
bia might explain why the two are 
so painfully at odds. But that 
explanation collapses when the 
mother grudgingly accepts her 
daughter’s lover (who is white). 
Frequent flashbacks promise 
insight but fail to deliver. 
Although the dialogue rings true 
and the characters are engaging, 
Circles is marred by Bailey’s 
oblique approach to the central 
conflict. With a rewrite, the play 
might work. As it stands, it’s an 
irksome tease. s

More Misery 


Stephen King makes it to the stage 


BY SIMON HOUPT The premise of Stephen King’s 1987 novel 
Misery is so well known by now that there’s an obvious and cheeky 
irony to the music that greets audiences as they enter the Boston 


Center for the Arts’ tiny Leland 
Center and settle in for Delvena 
Theatre Company’s stage presen- 
tation of the story. Even if you 
haven’t seen the movie and 
you’re not an inveterate King fan, 


surely somebody’s told you about 
the crazy ex-nurse who pulls her 
favorite author from an over- 
turned car, brings him back to 
health, then refuses to let him go. 
So John Denver’s country lulla- 


bies, usually the epitome of folksy 
warmth and honeysuckled love, 
are here a darkly comic portent of 
impending captivity: “I hear her 
voice in the morning hour, she 
calls me. . . I get a feeling that I 


should have been home yester- 
day, yesterday...” 

King’s novel is a remarkable act 

of contempt toward his fans, an 
unremitting screed against the 
dimwits who can’t get enough of 
his fiction. In Annie Wilkes, the 
psychotic fan who hobbles her 
authorial idol because he won’t 
write what she 
wants him to, 
King draws an 
image of his audi- 
ence as a dull, 
uncultured mass 
who would crip- 
ple him rather 
than accept his 
natural artistic 
evolution. That’s 
why, incidental 
music aside, 
Delvena director 
Doug O’Keefe is 
wise to keep his 
cheek in check. 

British _ play- 
wright Simon 
Moore’s __ stage 
adaptation of Misery, which is 
receiving its Americar’ premiere 
three years after its London 
debut, gets much closer to the 
psychological complexities of the 
book than William Goldman’s lin- 
ear cat-and-mouse screenplay 
does. The antagonist Moore con- 
jures is also more in line with the 
original image of a bright beast 
King describes as having “the face 
of a woman who has come 
momentarily untethered from all 
of the vital positions and land- 
marks of her life.” Physically and 
emotionally repulsive, the play’s 
Wilkes bears almost no resem- 
blance to the pitiable nurse played 
on film by Kathy Bates. But then, 
Oscar-winning performances 
need to be sympathetic; that side 
of the character simply isn’t there 
in King’s novel. 








Even with the shift in focus, 
Lynne Moulton inevitably stands 
in Bates’s shadow. (Delvena ill- 
advisedly invites the comparison 
with an article in the program fea- 
turing two photo stills from the 
film.) Perhaps mindful of this, the 
actress responds to the challenge 
with a performance that is almost 

Wagnerian in 
- scale, pitching 
‘and rolling with 
the waves of 
Annie’s anger. 
One minute she’s 
an obdurate 
despot reveling in 
her absolute 
power; the next 
she’s a_ pudgy 
schoolgirl, cram- 
ming her fingers 
into a honey jar in 

adolescent joy. 
Given the ap- 
proach, it’s easy 
to accept Annie as 
a certifiable nut- 
bar. But Moore 
has written some finely modulated 
and perceptive dialogue that both 
Moulton and director Doug 
O’Keefe ignore, depriving us of 
both the humor in Annie’s self- 
awareness and — most vitally — 
the lucidity that stands in contrast 
to her nuttiness. Raving lunatics 
are rarely dramatically interesting, 
even when they’re wielding a 

power saw. 

As the captive Paul Sheldon, 
David Geissler goes to the other 
extreme, with a performance that 
never quite accepts the implausi- 
bility of the premise. Meeting 
Annie’s madness with a smirking 
cynicism that would probably drive 
any captor to murder long before 
the final scene, Geissler helps dis- . 
pel whatever terror remains in the 
production. Which, to be fair to 
him, isn’t very much. e 
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Surprise! Surprise! 





Cecilia Bartoli, L’elisir d’amore, Rostropovich, and the BSO 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ In the world of live 


performance, surprises are always in store. 
Two days before her sold-out Celebrity Series 
concert at Symphony Hall, superstar Italian 
mezzo-soprano Cecilia Bartoli canceled, 
because she’d caught a cold rehearsing in an 


unheated hall in Akron. Notices 
went out to subscribers and crit- 
ics. Two thousand people sud- 
denly had a free evening. Next 
day, guess what? Ms. Bartoli 
announces that she’s recovered 
and will go on as originally 
scheduled. 

The concert turned out to be 
delightful if not entirely satisfying. 
The first half consisted of a Latin 
motet, cantata, and opera aria by 
Vivaldi, complete with Baroque 
string quartet (I Delfici) and key- 
board (Gy6érgy Fischer) — not 
your usual concert fare. The sec- 
ond half had songs in six different 
languages (including Greek, 
Hebrew, and Yiddish, plus one 
without words at all) by Ravel, 
two composed by the great 19th- 
century diva Pauline Viardot, and 
Léo Delibes’s delicious “Les filles 
de Cadix,” all from Bartoli’s 
recent French album, and an 
obscure but brilliant (though not 
wildly interesting) Rossini aria 
(from Zelmira). 

No one else would have come 
up with such a program. Why 
didn’t it add up to much more 
than just a showcase for Bartoli? 
The singing that revealed — and 
reveled in — the most beautiful 
parts of her voice (the darker vel- 
vets and bronzes — more clarinet 
than flute) was in the selections 
that emphasized long, spun-out 
lyric lines. “Ah, ch’infelice sem- 
pre,” the first aria from the 
Vivaldi cantata, was exquisite, 
with its ravishing, sighing melody 
and delicate pizzicato accompani- 
ment (the most respectable play- 
ing by the exuberant but techni- 
cally hard-pressed I Delfici). 

Bartoli’s coloratura was formi- 
dable for speed, agility, and accu- 
racy, but not for variety of color 
or expressive range. In the final 
Vivaldi aria, with its breathless 
runs and trills, the fast notes 
sounded like little chihuahua 
barks — not in the same league 
as Callas, who made these pas- 
sages the climax of an inner 
drama, or Marilyn Horne, who 
made the impossible roulades an 
exciting contrast to her low chest 
notes, or Joan Sutherland, whose 
huge tone gave the technical diffi- 
culties a kind of grandeur, or 
such natural coloraturas as 
Beverly Sills and Lily Pons, whose 
trills and runs were so sheerly 
pretty. Bartoli’s a capable actress, 
but she’d rather show off her dex- 
terity than her understanding; it 
was odd to hear her convey such 
delight in an aria about an emo- 
tional shipwreck. 

The Ravel, Delibes, and 
Viardot songs are charmers — 
seductive (in the vocalise), touch- 
ing, mysterious. In the “Chanson 
hébraique,” she used two distinct 
and convincing voices in the dia- 
logue between father and son. 
“And in Fischer (who, at 62, is 
“exactly twice her age), she had an 
eloquent accompanist — refined, 








infinitely nuanced, and consis- 
tently lilting. 

The program was quite short. 
With an intermission and three 
encores, the entire evening 
clocked in under two hours, but it 
didn’t exactly build. Yet from 
song to song, it’s hard not to love 
Bartoli’s animation, even her 
excessive facial mobility. Better 
that than the usual prima donna’s 
proud formality. So if she takes 
too much pleasure in her own 
instrument, it’s understandable, 
and not hard to forgive. 


TALKING ABOUT SURPRIS- 
ES, who’d have guessed that 
Donizetti’s slender pastoral com- 
edy, Lelisir d’amore (“The Love 
Potion”), would be the plum of 
the Boston Lyric Opera’s 19th 
season (final performances April 
11 and 13)? Not that this says a 
lot after the disappointment of 
Tosca and the disaster of Mozart’s 
Il re pastore. On opening night, 
Lelisir had its own share of prob- 
lems: a thin-sounding orchestra 
that wasn’t always together, stage 
business that hadn’t yet acquired 
the impeccable comic timing it 
required (surely the result of 
insufficient rehearsal), and a 
young tenor who undermined his 
considerable gifts by not singing 
consistently on pitch. 

But this production, borrowed 
from the Scottish Opera and 
Opera Zuid (Maastricht, 
Holland), has spirit and inven- 
tiveness, and a cast with an infec- 
tious sense of fun. Production 
designer Russell Craig puts the 
19th-century genre scene (bas- 
kets of harvested tomatoes, a 
clothesline of laundered sheets 
stretched across the stage) inside 
a literal picture frame, then breaks 
the two-dimensional plane by 
having precariously raked plat- 
forms protrude through it and a 
red ladder leaning against the 
proscenium. Dr. Dulcamara’s 
quack elixirs (nothing more than 
cheap wine) are housed in a big 
magicians’ cabinet that kept 
unfolding and unfolding. 

Stage director Leon Major, fill- 
ing in for the ailing Colin Graham, 
fleshes out the production with an 
almost nonstop stream of shticks. 
The preening Sergeant Belcore, 
played with hilariously bumbling 
self-importance by baritone Earle 
Patriarco (one of the two most 
elegant singers in the cast), courts 
the charming owner of the coun- 
try estate, Adina (soprano Lisa 
Saffer, the other elegant singer), 
by handing her a bouquet of flow- 
ers — upside down. He holds up 
a hand mirror to demonstrate his 
handsomeness to her, then 
becomes more interested in pick- 
ing something out of his teeth. 
He’s followed around by three 
devoted stooges (Larry, Darrell, 
and Darrell?) who mimic his 
every step (and misstep). Even 
more impressive is the way Major

has each of the peasant girls 
respond to the news that the 
Nemorino — the poor peasant 
who’s in love with Adina — has 
come into a fortune: each one of 
them pacing in a different direc- 
tion to the music of their collective 
minds at work. 

Major also allows the intimate 
scenes their own moments of ten- 
derness. What Donizetti’s opera 
has most going for it are two 
romantic leading characters who 
have poignant human complica- 
tions. The heroine, Adina, is 
charming and, for a coloratura, 
unusually smart. She reads 
books! In her first aria, she 
declaims to the peasants on her 
estate the story of Tristan she’s 
just been reading (this is where 
Nemorino gets the idea for the 
love potion). Saffer (Cunegonde 
in the Lyric’s production of 
Candide) is cast against type 
(she’s more Radcliffe than radic- 
chio), but she projects Adina’s 
innate intelligence and enchant- 
ing sense of humor, and she 
moves with the grace of a dancer. 
A couple of high notes nearly got 
away from her, but I’ve never 
heard her silvery voice sound 
lovelier, more expressive, or more 
endearing. Her moment of revela- 
tion that she really loves the 
boobish Nemorino had startling 
emotional conviction without 
breaking the comic style. 

The most famous aria in Lelisir 
is “Una furtiva lagrima,” which 
Nemorino sings when he realizes 
that Adina loves him (it’s her 
“furtive tear” that gives her 











away). The opera has a history of 
great tenors (like Pavarotti) who 
have only to stand there and sing 
it to make audiences happy. But 
in Gregory Turay, Saffer’s young, 
multi-prize-winning tenor, it was 
wonderful to see a Nemorino who 
actually does a cartwheel (though 
he too is more corn on the cob 
than pasta e fagioli and more 
1990s than 1830s; he actually 
looks a lot like Lorraine Hunt as 
the teenage son of Pompey in 
Peter Sellars’s production of 
Handel’s Julius Caesar). He plays 
Nemorino with uninhibited and 
touching adolescent innocence. 
Like Saffer and Patriarco, bass 
Dale Travis (Dulcamara) and 
soprano Christina Harrop 
(Giannetta, a peasant girl), he’s 
very comfortable and unselfcon- 
scious on stage, even while direc- 
tor Major is taking advantage of 
his good bod and form-fitting 
trousers by having him stand or 
squat or stretch out on the stage 
as often as possible with his back 
to the audience. 

Turay also has an attractive, 
sweet voice — the bright sound 
of wheat in the wind. He can sing 
quietly, then pull out a big climac- 
tic high note. But he was almost 
always a little off (mostly above) 
the pitch. 

Conductor Stephen Lord and 
the orchestra sounded as if they 
needed more rehearsal. Ensemble 
was often dicy, and even in the 
tiny Emerson Majestic, the group 
was hard to hear (except for the 
very loud harp accompanying 
“Una furtiva lagrima”). Yet 

















despite its problems, this produc- 
tion works because (for the first 
time I can remember at a Boston 
Lyric event), everyone on and off 
Stage seems to be having a really 
good time. 


THE PROBLEM with some of 
the BSO’s recent concerts was 
that the folks involved didn’t seem 
to be having much fun, and when 
they did, it seemed more manu- 
factured than genuine. I was most 
looking forward to the return of 
Hans Graf, whose 1995 Mozart 
program I liked a lot. His pro- 
gram was an imaginative pairing 
of the classical and the neoclassi- 
cal, dark Mozart and bright 
Stravinsky: Mozart’s stormy D- 
minor Piano Concerto, with the 
young Norwegian virtuoso Leif 
Ove Andsnes, and the late C- 
minor Adagio and Fugue alternat- 
ing with Stravinsky’s Baroquey 
Dumbarton Oaks chamber con- 
certo and his big Symphony in C. 
But it was disappointing, one of 
those concerts in which either the 
conductor or the players (or 
both) are slightly inert rhythmi- 
cally — everything felt a little 
leaden, except Andsnes, whose 
playing was a gram too light- 
weight for the lightning flashes of 
this work. 

The following week things got 
worse. This was virtually a Pops 
concert, with the BSO subscrip- 
tion debut of John Williams, who 
conducted the BSO premiere of 
his two-year-old bassoon concer- 
to, The Five Sacred Trees, a piece 
inspired by Celtic folklore, with 
the BSO’s superb principal bas- 
soonist, Richard Svoboda. It 
turned out to be the most serious 
work on the program, something 
with musical density and color, 
and written gratefully for the 
instrument of choice. 

The concert opened with 
superstar flutist James Galway 
playing and leading a small cham- 
ber group in one of the nearly 300 
flute concertos by Johann 
Joachim Quantz (born 1697), the 
teacher of Frederick the Great. 
Before he began, Galway felt 
compelled to tell the audience that 
Quantz was “the highest paid 
musician of all time,” making 
$2000 a year at a time when a 
cow cost a dollar. “I hope you’re 
all going to wear your ‘This Is 
Quantz Year’ buttons.” Galway 
was apparently discouraged from 
repeating these crass remarks at 
the three ensuing concerts. 

Galway later returned under 
Williams’s baton, wearing a gold 
and red commencement gown 
over his red and gold vest, for John 
Corigliano’s Pied Piper Fantasy 
(composed for Galway in 1981). 
Robert Browning’s famous poem 
is a dazzling virtuoso extravaganza 
that’s not only hilarious but also 
terrifying and poignant. 
Corigliano’s seven movements of 
gimmicky schlock are stretched 
out to a length vastly dispropor- 
tionate to their musical interest. 
Galway enters on a dark stage and 
eventually winds up exchanging 
his flute for a tin whistle and lead- 
ing a dozen or so young flute stu- 
dents up the aisle and out of the 
auditorium, endlessly repeating a 
tune so simple and grating it might 
get some children running in the 
opposite direction.

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Donny McCaslin, and Gary Burton 
— will pay tribute to the recently 
retired saxophone teacher at the 
Berklee Performance Center on April 
12. They will be celebrating a remark- 
able career, one that despite its huge 
influence on music of all kinds is 
largely unacknowledged outside 
musicians’ circles. 

In the relatively young field of jazz 
education, Viola literally wrote the 
book on saxophone technique for 
jazz. His highly regarded and widely 
used instruction volumes are the basis 
for the woodwind-department cur- 
riculum. Yet as a teacher and adminis- 
trator, he never wore the blinders of a 
jazz snob. He built the Berklee saxo- 
phone department without regard to 
stylistic boundaries, and it continues 
to build on the stylistically diverse 
precedent he set. 

“He could teach the instrument 
across the styles,” attests dean of the 
professional performance division Matt 
Marvuglio, who headed the woodwind 
department from 1985, when Viola 
stepped down, until this year, when 
Billy Pierce took over. “That's what 
made the woodwind department 
unique. He could keep diverse people 
together and focused on teaching and 
offering students choices.” 

If Viola is respected for his influ- 
ence on music education and his 
immense knowledge of his many 
instruments, he is loved as a teacher. 
A list of his more illustrious former 
students includes Charlie Mariano, 
Sadao Watanabe, Booker Ervin, 
Branford Marsalis, Antonio Hart, Joc 
Lovano, George Garzone, and Billy 
Pierce, in addition to the previously 
mentioned Bloom, Harrison, and 
Jackson. “Students would come to 
him and they'd have all these issues 
and he could reduce them to one or

two things,” Marvuglio says. “He 
could talk about them in very simple, 
common terms. And I think that’s one 
thing that made him so popular 
among his students.” 

Viola is indeed plainspoken. In a 
1995 interview he told me that the 
secret to his success was simple. “I 
focus on the individual person. I gen- 
uinely care about my students. To me, 
that’s my job in a nutshell.” 

From Mariano, a student in the 
"50s, to Jackson, a student in the 80s, 
Viola’s former charges consistently 
credit him with helping them find 
themselves. “He imparts to you what 
it means to have your own voice,” says 
soprano-saxophonist Bloom, “He 
helped you find a sound, then find 
your own sound.” 

Although he is relaxed and informal 
— students and fellow faculty invari- 
ably call him Joe — Viola has a keen 
ear. “When you walk in the room, 
you're an open book,” Bloom says. 
“He knows everything there is to 
know about how to make sound on 
these instruments. And if there is a 
problem you're having, he knows 
exactly what’s going on.” 

“As gentle as he was in a lesson, you 
could not fool him,” Marvuglio 
agrees. “It was comical to watch him 
give an exam. After the student fin- 
ished playing a piece, Joe would say, 
‘Okay, that’s good, now play me 
something you like.’ He didn’t do it 
maliciously, but he could tell whether 
the student was playing with convic- 
tion or simply trying to please him. 
‘You mean to tell me you like that?’ 
he’d say. ‘Why do you like that?’ It 
was mind-boggling to students, but it 
made them think about things.” 

His kindly, unpretentious manner 
also inspired absolute trust. “It’s like 
Abraham Lincoln said, ‘With charity 
toward all, malice toward none.’ Not to 
be corny, but that’s what he’s all about,” 
Javon Jackson says. “No matter how 
much you had to work on, he always 
had something positive to say. He made 
you feel like mastery of the instrument 
was something you could attain.” 




















Master musician 


Paying tribute to Joe Viola 


Viola grew up in Malden and made 
his professional debut in 1934, at age 
13, when he played second alto in a 
band led by a local variety-store 
owner. His pay for the gig: a bag of 
peanuts. He worked in several Boston 
orchestras during high school, then 
went on the road; eventually he moved 
to New York. Soon afterward he was 
drafted and spent WW2 in an Army 
band at Camp Croft in South 
Carolina. 

After the war, Viola planned to re- 
establish himself, so he headed for 
New York. He began oboe lessons 
with the BSO’s Fernand Gillet. He 
also started learning the Schillinger 
System for composition with a local 
pianist and arranger named Larry 
Berk, who had _ studied’ with 
Schillinger in New York in the ‘30s. 
Schillinger’s complex, mathematical 
composition technique was in vogue 
then (Glenn Miller composed 
“Moonlight Serenade” as an exercise 
for a Schillinger lesson) but is largely 
forgotten today. For Berk’s students, 
the system promised a fast and effi- 
cient way to compose for a radio 
industry hungry for jingles and popu- 
lar songs. Just after the outgoing Berk 
moved his studio to 284 Newbury 
Street and founded the Schillinger 
House in 1946, he asked Viola 4o join 
his staff. 

As the school that would eventually 
become the Berklee College of Music 
established itself in its first years, there 
were no formal departments. In addi- 
tion to lessons in saxophone, clarinet, 
and flute, Viola taught theory and com- 
position. He also handled the bulk of 
the ensemble classes for more than a 
decade. The hours were long and the 
schedule grucling by today’s academic 
standards, but Viola’s extraordinary 
dedication and skill made him one of 
the school’s most popular teachers. 

In the late ‘50s, Viola began work 
on a series of technique books that are 
among his most significant contribu- 
tions to music education. “They are 
technique books that really give you 
the vocabulary you need to be an 
improviser,” Marvuglio explains, 
“Pretty much everything in the 
Berklee woodwind department's final 
exams is based on them. They were 
developed from Joe’s observations and 
experiences with students. | remem- 
ber when he was writing one of them, 
he was sketching things and trying 
them out on students. And when he 
had enough material that worked, he 
came out with a book.” 

Joe Viola’s books, lucid and sys- 
tematic, are important cornerstones 
of jazz education, but his greatest 
legacy resonates in Berklee’s practice 
rooms and offices. That’s where 
information and wisdom were passed 
on aurally from one player to another 
for half a century. 

Viola retired from teaching last 
year. Today he lives at home in 
Stoneham with his wife, Alice. It’s 
impossible for him to leave music 
completely; students still drop by or 
call. Bloom, whose family remains in 
the Boston area, is a frequent visitor. 

“Joe never liked the idea that stu- 
dents were under his power,” Bloom 
says. “He gave you the ability to teach 
yourself, That’s a great teacher. They 
only happen once a century, and if 
you're lucky enough to meet the man, 
you can sense this.” cs]

There’s something fake about 


all this cuteness — Corigliano’s 
and Galway’s. They play to — 
and down to — the audience. 


Nothing comes from. within, 
except the need to be loved. 
Galway is a skillful instrumental- 
ist, just as Corigliano is a skillful 
orchestrator, but the Pied Piper 
Fantasy isn’t as good — or as 
honest — as Tubby the Tuba. And 
Galway didn’t seem to be putting 
much effort into producing that 
famous “golden tone.” Williams 
kept it all going, but it’s a work 
that provides more traffic than 
music to conduct. 

A couple of weeks earlier Max 
Hobart and the Civic Symphony 
Orchestra presented the Boston 
premiere of John Harbison’s 
1994 Flute Concerto, with BSO 
second flute (and Boston trea- 
sure) Fenwick Smith. Here was 
a piece with color and substance 
and rhythmic bite. Harbison’s 
note provides an engaging nar- 
rative: “The flute is a traveler, 
perhaps half bird, half human, 
who acts as leader and guide. 
The journey does not seek goals 
as much as events, sights, 
curiosities.” Harbison plays on 
all the familiar kinds of fluty 
warblings and chirpings, but 
there isn’t a cliché in the car- 
load. Every turn has a surprise: 
syncopated dance rhythms, con- 
stant tempo shifts in what the 
composer calls “three fast move- 
ments,” delicate passages of per- 
cussion, and a contemporary 
cool balanced against a fearless 
romanticism (the flute hovering 
over the rich orchestration at the 
climax of the’second move- 
ment). Smith was a mesmerizing 





birdman, the real Pied Piper — 
you'd follow him anywhere. 

Hobart prepared the orchestra 
thoroughly for this work — 
Smith’s “companion” flutes were 
particularly effective. 
Unfortunately, the rest of the 
Civic Concert, including an inter- 
minable Berlioz Symphonie fan- 
tastique (which should be a virtu- 
oso showcase), barely met the 
music’s technical (forget inter- 
pretive) demands. I remember 
some years ago being impressed 
by the Civic’s playing. What hap- 
pened? 

Back at Symphony Hall, the 
BSO paid tribute to one of its 
favorite stars, cellist Mstislav 
Rostropovich, on his 70th birth- 
day. “Slava” always seems to be 
having a good time. The BSO’s 
gift to him were two world pre- 
mieres: 33-year-old Augusta 
Read Thomas’s Chanson (in 
four short continuous move- 
ments) and a large-scale First 
Cello Concerto from her spouse, 
the 63-year-old British/Welsh 
composer Bernard Rands. | 
found the concerto of more 
moment-to-moment __ interest 
than Thomas’s incantatory but 
gray lyricism — at least, the 
last-movement variations on a 
Welsh folksong made me want to 
hear it again. Rostropovich 
threw himself into these, though 
| wouldn't say he played (or that 
the cello parts were written?) 
with compelling variety. 

I’m not sure it was ideal to have 
a big variations movement pre- 
cede one of the great variations 
pieces in the repertory, Richard 
Strauss’s Don Quixote. Seiji 
Ozawa led a warm, loving perfor- 
mance, with superb wind playing

(Alfred Genovese’s sinuous oboe), 
and the BSO’s new principal vio- 
list, Stephen Ansell, offering a 
magnificent characterization of 
Sancho Panza. Rostropovich was 
in rare form at the Friday matinee 
I attended — full of energy, char- 





acter, and passion. My only reser- 
vation was that the cello’s final 
downward ~ glissando, Don 
Quixote exhaling his last breath, 
was too smoothly beautiful. 

The most moving moment of 
the afternoon came at the end, 





with tearful farewells, hugs and 
kisses (from Slava), and standing 
ovations going to four retiring 
BSO stalwarts: violinists Leo 
Panasevich (who joined the BSO 
in 1951), Harvey Seigel; and 
Raymond Sird, and principal horn 
player Charles Kavalovsky, who's 
been one of the BSO’s major iden- 
tifying voices since 1972. 

After the concert, 
Rostropovich returned to the 
Higginson Room for a master 
class in string playing with four 
students and graduates of Project 


STEP (String Training and 
Educational Program for 
Students of Color). He apolo- 


gized for his English but was elo- 
quent on the issues of interpreta- 
tion that arose with the two more 
advanced players: violinists Vali 
Phillips (who’s just been appoint- 
ed principal second violin of the 
Minnesota Orchestra) and 
Mariana Green (who’s just been 
admitted to Juilliard) — mainly 
ideas about how much more var- 
ious their playing could be, and 
how important it was to hear the 


solo parts in relation to the rest of 


the orchestra (ably represeftted 
by pianist Joy Michele Cline). 
With two younger players, 
tenth-grade bass player Lemarr 
Lovett and, the only cellist, 
eighth-grader Ndidi Menkiti, he 
dealt with issues of basic tech- 
nique: bowing (“For sound, the 
right hand for string players is 
more important than the left”) 
and the position of the hands and 
fingers. His suggestions made for 
instant and audible improve- 
ments. He ended by quoting his 
friend Dimitri Shostakovich: “We 
are all soldiers of music, and'there 
are no generals.” ea

Kid at heart 


This benefit comp’s for orphans 
BY BRETT MILANO It says something nice about Boston 


that many of the best local compilation albums also happen 
to be benefits. Such recent releases as Safe and Sound, 


Soon/Anon, Boston Emissions, and Pipeline 
used their respective worthy causes (repro- 
ductive rights, AIDS research, women’s 
shelters, and WMBR) as jumping-off points 
to get a bunch of top-drawer bands on the 
same disc. 

Add to that list Kids at Heart (due April 
29 on Crane Mountain; there'll be a 
record-release benefit May | at the Middle 
East), an 18-band compilation put togeth- 
er by Seth Freeman (singer/guitarist of the 
band Little John) to benefit the local string 
of orphanages, New England Home for 
Little Wanderers. Unlike most of the above 
comps, Kids at Heart doesn’t include any 
songs dealing explicitly with the cause. But 
it does stake its own territory by presenting 
all the bands in an unplugged setting 
(though with occasional electric guitars 
and basses — “It’s the MTV definition of 
unplugged,” Freeman admits). Mostly pop, 
the bands include a chunk of the Q 
Division in-crowd (Gravel Pit, Expanding 
Man, the Gravy, Poundcake), a few local 
headliners (Dambuilders, Talking to 
Animals, Gigolo Aunts, Vision Thing, Jack 
Drag), one  out-of-towner (Jonny 
Polansky), and one incognito star (Mark 
Sandman, though in a supporting role with 
Jimmy Ryan as the Pale Brothers). 

Most of the bands booked studio time 
instead of donating leftover tracks (the 
Dambuilders’ acoustic mix of “Drive-By 
Kiss,” from an import EP, is the only previ- 
ously released track), so the result is rela- 
tively low on duds (though if anything 
could make me like Angry Salad, it’s not 
going to be the cutesy-poo “Milkshake 
Song”). Expanding Man’s “Disappear” is a 
nice surprise, showing a melodic side that 
usually gets hidden by their electric bluster. 
Gigolo Aunts’ “Hey Lucky” pairs rockabil- 


ly verses with Squeeze-like choruses. Little 
John’s “Full Moon Midnight” is between- 
the-eyes catchy; Talking to Animals’ 
“Centipede” is positively sultry. The best 
track is Jules Verdone’s “When I Snap Out 
of This,” a haunting tune written from the 
depth of an unspecified crisis (“I'll call 
everybody back and I'll explain . . . God 
knows I won't be proud of how I've 
acted”). With an intimate vocal to match its 
lyric, this is lump-in-throat stuff. 

Freeman lIcarned about the shelters 
through Aaron Belyea, who designed the 
disc and appears with his band Stepladder. 
As Freeman explains during a break at his 
day job at Carberry’s bakery in 
Cambridge, this provided a constructive 
way for him to fulfill his longtime ambition 
of putting a local comp together. “Really, 
anyone could do it. It helped that we'd 
been signed to a major label, so we had a 
few industry contacts. And I was in a posi- 
tion | hadn’t been in before, not having to 
work a day job. A lot of the bands were 
friends, but some were just people | 
admired. In some cases, like with Mark 
Sandman, it was a cold call to the manag- 
er. | knew it was a longshot, so I took the 
attitude of ‘I’m pretty sure this person will 
say no, but it doesn’t hurt to ask.” It just 
takes huevos, you know?” 

The disc turned out to be therapeutic for 
another reason. At the time of its assembly, 
Little John were in the process of being 
dropped from a major label; they just didn’t 
know it yet. In fact, the band may hold the 
record for the shortest major-label tenure 
in memory. Their EMI days lasted all of 11 
months (the severance check arrives on the 
day of our interview). During that time the 
label re-released Derailer, a perfectly good 
pop album produced by Mike Denncen and

previously out on Crane Mountain. But if 
you didn’t.know that Little John even had a 
major-label album out, fear not — it seems 
that nobody else did either. 

“What we sold on Soundscan.. . . | don’t 
even want to tell you, it’s too pitiful,” 
Freeman says with a cringe. “But you can’t 
imagine the torture that puts a musician 
through. You have to ask yourself every day, 
‘Do | actually suck? Do I need to get out of 
this business?’ We never got to do the major- 
label thing of hiring a big producer and hang- 
ing out for two weeks in the studio. Instead 
they flushed the money down the drain on a 
video and sent us on tour headlining to 
nobody. Our album wasn’t noncommercial; 
it's a pop album. And I’m not saying that it 
was Sgt. Pepper, but there’s no reason a pop 
album on a major label shouldn’t do some- 
thing — and it did nothing. Hey, maybe we 
do suck.” 

No surprise, then, that the next Little 
John album (due out in the fall, back on 
Crane Mountain) includes songs called 
“The Final Dis” and “Don’t Get Up.” But 
at least Freeman and his bandmates (drum- 
mer Brendan Taylor and bassist Stephano 
Capobianco) have come around to the idea 
that they don’t suck. “Nothing on the new 
album is directly about the label, but | 
brought my experiences in. 
It’s still basic pop/rock, but 
maybe it sounds a little more 
mature. We’re back where we 
started, but at least our atti- 
tude is a little more healthy.” 


TUGBOAT ANNIE. Maybe 
that should be “Buffalo 
Annie.” Buffalo is where 
Tugboat Annie hailed from 
before moving to Boston 
early last year. And Buffalo 
Tom are the band I ‘most 
often think of when listening 
to the loud/tuneful pop on 
Tugboat Annie’s new CD, 
Wake Up & Disappear (on 
Kimchee/ Big Top). 

That’s not to say that 
Tugboat Annie are hopelessly 
derivative, just that they’re 
doing something worthwhile within a well- 
traveled, guitars-and-tunes format. The BT 
similarities stem largely from Mike 
Bethmann’s voice — like Bill Janovitz, he 
favors the “intense all. the time” vocal 
approach — and from a melodic sense that 
suggests their more recent output. But 
Tugboat Annie’s lyrical perspective is less 
introspective, often more upbeat. Their 
songwriting comes out strongest on 
midtempo tracks like “Vendeffa” and 
“Suicide Shoes,” the second of which 
forms an antidote to too much teen angst. 

“That’s sort of our high-school angst 
song,” explains bassist Jon Sulkow. “You 
Know how high-school poetry magazines 
are always full of suicide poems? So ours is 
a more hopeful, ‘lighten up’ kind of song. 
We made the vocals clear'on this album 
because the lyric theme was a little more 
pronounced — Mike wrote a lot about the 
weird relationship between spirit and tech- 
nology, being caught up in TV culture. 
There’s a lot of mentions of television and 
ghosts.” To get the mood across they 
staged a CD-cover shot of a couple talking 
on cell phones while a taxi and a Red Line

train passed by; they spent a few hours an 
the Longfellow Bridge waiting for the vari- 
ables to line up. “We actually wanted to 
shoot in the subway, but that’s difficult and 
costs a lot of money. We wound up on the 
bridge and got hundreds of shots of star- 
tled-looking joggers.”

HIGHLAND’S 41ST. Whenever you 
attend one of Kenne Highland’s annual 
birthday shindigs at the Kendall Café, 
there’s always one overwhelming question: 
is he going to lose his kilt on stage and get 
banned from the club this year? By that 
standard, this year’s show — with eight 
bands and a packed house at Club Bohemia 
last Wednesday — was a little more, uh, 
respectable: Highland wore jeans that 
remained on all night, even when he led his 
band through such tunes as “Kenne 
Highland to the Rescue” (to the tune of “Jim 
Dandy”), the nostalgic “Down at Cantones”

The Saw Doctors: From Tuam with love 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ The Chieftains, U2, Sinéad, Van Morrison, 


the Saw Doctors — the Saw Doctors? All right, so this quartet from 
Tuam (a small cathedral town 20 miles northeast of Galway) aren’t yet 


up there with the high kings of 
Irish music. But they’re minor 
royalty in Ireland and England, 
and they’re becoming a cult phe- 
nomenon in America, their infec- 
tious sellout shows sparking what 
New York Times critic Jon Pareles 
called “slam-reeling.” On their 
three releases — If This Is Rock 
and Roll, I Want My Old Job 
Back, All the Way from Tuam, 
and Same Oul’ Town (all on their 
own label, Shamtown) — they 
create Irish pre-Beatles pop, with 
real tunes, and back-to-basics 
lyrics about girls, cars, friend- 
ship, making your way in the 
world. Mostly girls. It’s too 
uncalculated to be retro — call 
them a throwback band. Now 
they’re touring America again 
(Northampton this weekend, 
Boston next), bringing songs 
from their upcoming fourth 
album (no title yet) and hoping to 
find an American distributor. 
The Saw Doctors — the name 
refers to traveling people who'd

go around sharpening saws in the 
mills — started to form up in 
1987, with the two Tuam lads, 
Leo Moran (from a reggae band, 
Too Much for the White Man) 
and Davy Carton (from punkers 
Blaze X), getting together and 
attracting the attention of the 





Waterboys’ Mike Scott, just down 
the road in Spiddal. U2’s success 
would have been an obvious influ- 
ence/goal, but as bass player 
Pearse Docherty (phoning in 
from a pub in Clonbur, near 
where John Ford shot The Quiet 
Man) points out, “The Saw 
Doctors are their own band. 
We’re plowing our own furrow 
and are quite happy to do so.” 


In fact this group — whose 
line-up is rounded out by drum- 
mer John Donnelly (from 


Roscommon) and button accor- 
dionist Derek Murray (like 
Docherty from Donegal; they all 
met at University College 
Galway) — don’t sound the least 
bit like U2, or like other Irish 
pop/rock bands (Waterboys, 
Hothouse Flowers, Pogues, 
Horslips, Stiff Little Fingers). 
Pearse identifies Leo as a big fan 
of Bruce Springsteen and Tom 
Waits, but you can also hear earli- 
er voices — a Duane Eddy guitar 
twang here, an Everly Brothers

innocent world, with the founda- 
tion of guitars, bass, and backbeat 
percussion given Irish color by 
accordion and mandolin and tin 
whistle (the Saw Docs are all 
multi-instrumental, and they have 
lots of guests). 

Not entirely innocent: in the 
band’s first hit, “I Useta Lover,” 
our heroes are distracted from the 
Mass by “the glory of her ass” (and 
no, the Catholic Church wasn’t 
happy about that). Then there’s 
“Presentation Boarder,” about a 
“fourth-year dead feek 
Presentation boarder” — that is, a 
boarding student at Presentation 
College for girls in Tuam. But 
“dead feek”? Pearse gets a little 
flustered when I ask. “It’s, well, 
uh, it’s a girl you could, uh, go 
places with.” So in a school run by 
nuns, there wouldn’t be many like 
her? “Right, she’d be a very special 
Presentation girl,” he concludes, 
obviously relieved not to have to 
explain further. 

You'll have gathered this is a 
proudly local outfit — “Too many 
bands are apologizing for where 
they are,” Docherty insists — and 
that accounts for a lot of the Saw 
Docs’ charm. Their second hit, 
“N17,” reflects nostalgically on 
the simple joy of tooling down the 
motorway from Galway to Tuam. 
“FC.A.” is about joining the 
Férsa Cosantach Aititl, a kind of 
Irish national guard; in the middle 
there’s a hilarious marine-drill 
break. “Macnas Parade” salutes 
the stunning Galway theater 
troupe whose floats and costumes 
graced Cambridge’s St. Patrick’s 
Day parade two years ago. Band 
members drummed for Macnas 
when the troupe led Dublin’s St. 





Patrick’s Day parade; Docherty, 
revealing the Saw Docs’ good 
taste, adds, “Anytime we can 
afford Macnas, we get them on 
stage with us.” 

“Macnas Parade” is from Same 
Oul’ Town, where the band rise to 
new heights. The title song is a 
blunt look at Irish country towns: 
you gotta get out, you wanna go 
back (the dour lyrics fade into 
bells from one of Tuam’s two 
cathedrals). “All the One” tells us 
“we're all the one,” but there’s no 
folk/new-age wimpiness here, 
and no attitude, just country 
toughness and good will. “To Win 
Just Once” has been adopted by 
the Irish national football side 
(they should have listened harder 
before last week’s disaster in 
Macedonia); “Share the 
Darkness” is an honest plea for 
closeness that incorporates a bit 
of Gaelic from Brid Dooley (who 
sounds fetchingly like Clannad’s 
Maire Brennan). Docherty says 
there’ll be more Gaelic on the new 
album. But the best news is that 
there’ll be a new album; perhaps 
some American label will have the 
sense to pick it up. “We'd like to 
think,” Docherty concludes, “that 
10 or 20 years from now, people 
will still be singing our songs.” 
Don’t bet against it. iB

Sleater-Kinney top even themselves 
BY STEPHANIE ZACHAREK When you adore rock and roll — 


when there are times you take it in like air — there’s nothing more 
thrilling than to see a band you love top themselves. There was no 


album I loved more in 1996 than 
Sleater-Kinney’s Call the Doctor, 
and though the year is young, I’m 
certain there’s no album I'll love 
more in 1997 than their newest, 
Dig Me Out (Kill Rock Stars). 
Although singing the praises of 
Sleater-Kinney isn’t any kind of 
renegade act (the band made the 
number 3 slot on the 1996 
Village Voice Pazz and Job critics’ 
poll, certainly an arrival of sorts), 
I can’t be bothered to contem- 
plate the possibility of a Sleater- 
Kinney backlash — a time when 
other critics and artists in the 
indie-rock world wink at one 
another and say, “You know, 
they’re not really all that good.” 
Sorry, but they are that good. 
And they’re only getting better. 
Theirs is a limb I will crawl out 
on willingly, and if it breaks 
underneath me, I'll show the 
bruises like battle scars. 

Because Sleater-Kinney are a 
band worth getting a tattoo for. 





like a desert mirage, a voice in 
whose brutal beauty you almost 
can’t bring yourself to believe: her 
vibrato is like the ripples of 
warmth you see rising from the 
road on a hot day, a lush curtain 
of heat and temptation you speed 
toward, and through, willingly. 
For the 13 songs on Dig Me Out, 
new drummer Janet Weiss builds 
frameworks that move and 
breathe, their muscles loose, their 
joints greased. 

And with Dig Me Out, Carrie 
Brownstein stakes a claim for her- 
self not just as the most talented 
guitarist to come out of riot grrrl 
(she’s a former member of 
Excuse 17) but as one of the most 
exhilarating rock guitarists ever. 
For me, seeing her live with the 
band twice last year cemented her 
reputation: she plays as if genera- 
tions of rock-star lore had seeped 
into her very bones. Even more 
important, she owns her sound 
— it’s bought and paid for, the

the classic licks are locked in her 
heart as well as her head, and they 
tumble out in brilliant combina- 
tions. She’s not one for fancy fid- 
dling and diddling: she’s the 
queen bee of knowing exactly 
what to put where, when. Her 
sound is intuitive and organic and 
spare, and its rough elegance slips 
through and around Tucker’s 
vocals and supporting guitar lines 
like a metallic mesh ribbon forged 
from a precious alloy. 

On Call the Doctor, Sleater- 
Kinney set out to sandblast the 
stultified structure and the com- 
placency of traditional rock and 
roll. With Dig Me Out, they’ve 
circled back to pay tribute to it, 
but on their own terms. “Dum 
dum diddy de dum dum de dum, 
yeah!/Rock the little babies with 
1-2-3-4,” they sing out on “Little 
Babies,” and it’s both a lullaby- 
ditty and a manifesto with the 
force of a volcano. Dig Me Out is 
an unusual album: there’s so

first time, you understand how 
much joy (and not just catharsis) 
Sleater-Kinney get out of playing. 
The album is less about nappy 
interstellar textures than about 
classic sounds bent to Sleater- 
Kinney’s iron will: you get Duane 
Eddy riffs and handclaps, surfer- 
girl licks and Sheena of the Jungle 
drumbeats. 

There’s a world of tenderness 
and exuberance, of passion and 
dread, encompassed in the sphere 
of this 36-minute album, and 
more recklessness and freedom 
than some artists show in an 
entire career. Sleater-Kinney are 
just as fearless about performing 





love song like “Buy Her 
Candy” (“If I buy her 
candy/Will she know who 
| am?”) as they are with a 
stark, brooding one like 
“Turn It Up.” “Don’t say 
the word if you don't 
want it done/Don’t tell 
me your name, if you 
don’t want it sung,” 
Tucker says, as if issuing 
a bad-weather advisory 
about the price you pay 
when you fall for a rock- 
and-roller. 

But if “Turn It Up” is 
half chilly sea breeze, it’s 
also half cherry popsicle, 
built around handclaps, 
the crisp rustle of Weiss’s 
snare, and Brownstein’s 
ponying guitar. When | 
was five and I held a tran- 
sistor radio up to my ear 
as if it were a seashell, | 
drank in the glory of “I 
Saw Her Standing 
There” and the menace of 
“The House of the Rising 
Sun.” I see now that the songs 
were a dual promise: a foreshad- 
owing of a lifetime filled with 
music that would both delight 
and stir me, that would knock 
me off balance now and then. 
Dig Me Out makes me think of 
those transistor-radio summers, 
and of how, just when I think 
that promise can’t be played out 
for me in a new way, someone 
pulls it off. Sleater-Kinney have 
knocked me for a loop two years 
in a row. They make me glad that 
a transistor always fascinated me 
more than a seashell, and they 
reassure me that a radio has 
more secrets to spill, and better

The disci- 
plined intelligence of this trio of 
“free jazz” improvisers should for- 
ever shatter the stereotype that 
“free” playing is formless meander- 
ing. Each of the five lengthy com- 
positions here possesses a tightly 
logical structure. Points of refer- 
ence and organizing principles 
include repeated triplet motifs (in 
the title tune), the blues (in post- 
modern, deconstructed guises), 
and Ornette Coleman's sense of 
song form. 

But the thrill of this session is 
most conveyed through sheer 
grandeur of sound: Moondoc's alto 
sax, all sinewy, liquidy, and angu- 
lar; John Voigt’s highly resonant 
and probing bass lines; Laurence 
Cook's freewheeling drum colors. 
When the forceful beauties of their 
sounds combine to convey a sur- 
prisingly linear narrative (“Ruby's 
Riches” is a musical tale of a 
woman who gradually learns to 
trust a lover after her heart and not 
her wealth), we're presented with 
an overwhelming emotional drama. 
This album is a spectacular show- 
case of players in love.with the 
aesthetic and spiritual adventure of 
high-level improvisation.

Benny Green 
is one of the most sincere, talent- 
ed, and driven of the younger tradi- 
tional: (i.e., bebop-oriented) pia- 
nists. He earned his spurs with 
meticulous work in the bands of Art 
Blakey, Freddie Hubbard, and 
Betty Carter. His Oscar Peterson 
precision and chops attracted him 
to veteran bassist Ray Brown, in 
whose trio he was featured from 
1992 to '96. Green shows all the 
master moves at the piano, and he 
commands a fine sense of orches- 
tration, integrating keyboard with 
other voices. 

Here he works well with top- 
notch rhythm mates Ron Carter 
(bass) and Lewis Nash (drums), 
especially on the title tune. The 
fine group also includes alto-saxo- 
phonist Antonio Hart and guitarist 
Russ Malone, with sit-in features 
for saxophonist Stanley Turrentine, 
including a genial quartet bopper 
(“Central Park South”) and a duet 
(“You're’ My Melody”). But overall 
the original compositions don't 
stand up well. “Thursday's Lullaby,” 
a gentle ditty in 6/8, draws from 
“Bye Bye Baby,” and “Sexy Mexy” 
sounds like '60s Grant Green; nei- 
ther gathers much momentum or 
makes a statement that isn't 100 
percent derivative. “Patience,” a 
very understated ballad, sounds 
introverted and glum. “My Giri Bill” 
just chugs along with amiable 
abandon.

But his energy 
and emotion peak early and never 
abate; that and not the length is 
what makes the film exhausting.

And the scenes between 
Branagh and Kate Winslet

Spring is here, so the time is right for biking in the streets | 


RY THIS ONE.” An eager sales associate wheels 
over a high-tech mountain bike. “But none of my 
cycling clothing is green!” demurs the fit, slightly 
balding customer as he swings his black lycra-clad, 
mud-splattered leg over the seat of a $1500 
Specialized Stump Jumper Pro. The man’s concern is 
warranted. His purple-and-aqua windbreaker clashes 
terribly with the bright-green body of the bike. And 
when you're spending this much on a 

bike, everything — right down to the 

color — has to be perfect. 

Fortunately, not every bike 
at Wheelworks will cost . 
you two months’ rent. In 
fact, the newest, hottest 
bikes, with materials and tech- 
nology borrowed from other indus- 
tries, are increasingly affordable for couri- 
ers and recreation-seekers alike. For exam- 
ple, titanium — a strong but low-density ele- 
ment used to alloy aircraft metals — can be 
found in more and more frames. (Merlin, a 
Cambridge-based manufacturer, is at the fore- 
front of this technology.) The aerospace indus- 
try has also passed along a frame-construction 
process that involves wrapping bonded carbon- 
fiber tubing around an aluminum skeleton, which is 
easier — and increasingly cheaper —.than traditional 
molded-carbon methods. 

Yet another spinoff hails from the ski industry. 
Bindings that lock shoes to mountain-bike pedals in 
much the same way that cross-country ski boots attach 
to skis have been around since the mid 1980s, but 
only recently have they become an affordable option 
for the noncompetitive cyclist. Even the plain old alu- 
minum bikes are a far cry from your junior-high-era 
Schwinn. The popular Cannondale hybrid, for example, 
features a high-tech shock-absorbing seat post that, 
according to Wheelworks manager Doug MacKenzie, 
“takes the sting out of the ride” (an amenity whether 
you’re commuting or joy riding in this pothole-ridden 
metropolis).

Technology trickles down to clothing and gear, too. 
The absolute essentials, according to MacKenzie, are 
a helmet (check out the super-light Giro Incline, made 
of a relatively dense styrofoam that’s strengthened by 
Kevlar wire mesh and coated with a thin plastic shell), 
and gloves. Most people think the latter are for 
padding and protection in case of a fall, but in 

MacKenzie’s world, “gloves are really used to 
wipe the glass off your $50 tires as you're 
riding along at top speed.” Cycling 
an shirts, cut longer in the back and 
with side slits, now come in 
newer polyester blends 
(with names like Dry Ice; 
Ultrasensor, and Air Dry) 
that pull perspiration to the 
surface, where it evaporates. 
Wheelworks carries the extras, 
too, such as wetsuits for serious 
triathletes, and body armor for extreme 
mountain bikers. 
The combination of offerings and service is what 
really sets this bike shop apart. It’s not unusual for a 
customer to pick out a bike one day and ride it out of 
the store a day or two later. (Wheelworks’ warehouse is 
so large that other dealers in town occasionally dip into 
its stock.) The store also does a hefty repair business. 
Troubleshooting is done over the phone or via 
Wheelworks’ website (http:/www.wheelworks.com), and 
the shop even offers repair classes for the more self- 
reliant. They'll try to fix whatever you bring in, regardless 
of where you bought it. But they don’t make guarantees 
on dime-store Huffys. “Let’s just say we always try our 
best,” says MacKenzie. Fortunately, there’s nothing 
high-tech about good service.

LICE K. (not her real initial) sits in her parked

John Waters talks about the re-release of 
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Pink Flamingos and what America was like in ’72 


fter 25 years, Pink Flamingos, the film that 
earned director John Waters the title “the Prince 
of Puke,” is being lovingly re-released by its 
original distributor, New Line Cinema. (It opens April 11.) 
This time, there are two bonuses: at the beginning, a 
hilarious no-smoking message shows Waters enjoying a 
cigarette and doing a nasty French inhale; and at the end, 
there are 13-plus minutes of scenes that were cut from the 
original. 

Pink Flamingos, once billed by Waters himself as “an 
exercise in poor taste,” is clearly not in the same category 
as other re-releases this year, such as The Godfather or 
The Graduate. Even a quarter of a century after its 
premiere, the movie remains one of the more shocking and 
putrid cinema atrocities around. The story of two families 
competing for the title of “the filthiest people alive,” it 
includes scenes of sex with chickens, a man who makes his 
anus appear to “sing,” fellatio performed by a mother on 
her son, a pre-op transsexual flasher, and of course the 
infamous final scene of 300-pound drag queen 
Divine performing an act of coprophagy (that’s 
shit-eating to you and me — and yes, it’s real). 

One might expect the director of such a 
film to live in a brightly painted kitsch-o- 
rama, but, in fact, Waters’s Baltimore house 
is a fairly normal sort of place. Of course, 
that’s if you don’t count the electric chair in 
the ground-floor hallway, Patty Hearst’s 
eyeglasses hanging in a frame in one 
bathroom, or the portrait of child murderer 
Gertrude Baniszewski and reams of books 
about serial killers, sexual deviance, and 
mental illness in the guest room. 

Seated on a red-velvet couch in the living 
room, Waters looks dapper in a plaid jacket, a 
light-blue shirt buttoned all the way to the top, and 
dark slacks. His trademark pencil-line mustache sits above 
his upper lip like a thin rime of graphite shavings. 

We settle in to discuss the movie Variety called “one of 
the most vile, stupid and repulsive films ever made.” 





Q: | must confess that I saw Pink Flamingos for the first 
time the other day, and it literally made me sick to my 
stomach. 

A: The ending you mean? I’m really used to that. I can 
watch that unflinching and see only surrealism. But I 
understand that even the people in the lab when we did it 
this time were like, “Oh, God!” But they all laughed. It’s 
not the kind of nauseating that you would get from Faces 
of Death or movies that show real violence. To me, that’s 
much more vomit-inducing — not fake violence but real 
violence, when you see things on the news that to me are 
much more troubling than somebody eating shit, 
something that was done as a joyous joke. I know it would 
be hard to explain this to a marketing person, but at the 
time that was my version of an upbeat ending. And I think 
it is. People leave the theater laughing. 


Q: What were some of the cinematic influences on this 
film? 

A: There were three things that heavily influenced 
especially my earlier films. The New York/LA 
underground movie scene, which only lasted about three 
years — Kenneth Anger, the Kuchar brothers, Andy 
Warhol, Jack Smith. At the same time, I was influenced by 
Russ Meyer and all exploitation movies. Maryland was like 
the capital of exploitation movies — they tested them 
here. I’d hook school and see three movies a day for 45 
cents. And then the artiest movies — Ingmar Bergman

and all the art movies that | miss, that we don’t have 
anymore. All three of them put together — nobody every 
put them together, really. Those were my influences. 

Pink Flamingos was an exploitation film for art theaters, 
which maybe hadn’t quite happened. 


Q: How did you come up with the idea of chicken- 
fucking? 

A: I’m basically frightened of chickens. Do you like 
them? They’re stupid. They come at you and peck you. 
You can’t pet a chicken or take it for a walk. It won't get 
your newspaper for you. All you can do is cat it — or fuck 
it [laughs], | guess, in that world. 


Q: What was Divine’s character about? 

A: Divine was in some kind of way supposed to be 
radical — certainly a joke on radical politics. She had a 
new look. I think that new look still can be felt today. I’m 
blowing my own trumpet, which I don’t ever like to do, 
but I’m also trying to blow Divine’s trumpet for him. He 

was a drag queen who in some ways changed the way 
drag was thought of. He wasn’t square. 


many, many people 


stoned.’ 


You know, drag queens, if you look back on the 
history of drag queens, were very middle class in what 
they wanted to be. Their values were just like their 
mothers’. They wanted to, be the cliché of a beauty queen. 
And Divine challenged them and made fun of them and 
was almost a terrorist of drag queens, as if saying, “This is 
ridiculous. Let’s think up a new kind of thing.” 


Q: Why do you think this was your breakthrough movie? 

A: It obviously hit some kind of nerve. It was at a time 
that was the end of the hippie era but pre-punk. And I 
think, to be honest, many, many people saw Pink 
Flamingos stoned. Plain and simple. That is part of the 
appeal. It was a pothead movie. And it had to do with the 
times. There was a cultural war then that there certainly is 
not now. There were two sides to everything. There was 
so much political trouble. There were riots all the time. 
Part of my social life was going to riots, you know? Like 
parties. You'd say, “Which city should we go to this 
week?”, which would make my parents so insane. 


Q: Can you describe the period when you made the 
movie? 

A: Certainly it was made in a very.volatile time. 
Nineteen seventy-two was really crazy. It was still the ‘60s, 
but it was the most radical part of the '60s. The 
Weathermen, all that kind of stuff, was very much in the 
news. Terrorism was véry much in the news. But not 
right-wing terrorism like today — left-wing. It’s certainly 
come full circle in the 25 years. To be honest, | think the 
Weathermen had a lot more style than Timothy McVeigh. 
I mean, right-wing terrorists do not interest me that much. 
They all dress the same. They've never come up with a 
new fashion look. They still just look like out-of-work 
Marines. Camouflage is hardly new as a terrorist fashion 
accessory.

Q: You dedicated the film to the Manson women. Can 
you explain why? 

A: I went to the Manson trial, and it was a very big 
influence on me because we wanted to scare the world, 
too, but in a very different way, obviously. | came home 
and wrote Pink Flamingos. | dedicated the movie not to the 
Manson family but to Sadie, Katie, and Les — the women. 
Not Manson. The people that interested me were the 
people that came from a background similar to mine. 
Manson was in jail his whole life. The girls were from 
suburban homes. It was a flippant, punk gesture before 
there was punk. 

It was done at a very, very different time and I have 
changed about that very, very much. It’s something from 
the times that’s hard to translate today. Later, people put 
Manson on T-shirts for the same reason | made my 
dedication — it was the ultimate anti-establishment thing. 
When I knew more about it, | realized the incredibly 
complicated psychological thing that went on there, and | 
looked at it in a different way. 

I have become friends with Leslie Van Houten [onc of 
Manson’s followers]. | have visited her in prison for 15 
Mex Years. | seriously believe she is rehabilitated. The 
prison does, most everybody does. | believe she 
should be let out. And I worked seriously 

to get her out. I don’t say that for shock 
value. | am scrious about it. One day | 
hope she’s here at my Christmas party. 

I think she will be. 








Q: You were always fascinated by 
serial killers, crime, tabloid journalism. 
even car crashes. Is America catching 
up with you? 
A: | think that our humor veered 
toward each other a long time ago. | got a little less 
angry, and the two did meet in a fairly good way. 


Q: Many people say your influence has been to show 
budding filmmakers that you can just pick up a camera and 
do it. What made you think you could just do it? 

A: My mother says this is terrible to say, but LSD made 
me think that. Well... | had confidence anyway. | was 
ambitious. | always was lucky enough to know what | 
wanted to do very, very early. | was a puppeteer at 
children’s birthday parties when | was 12 years old. And 
my parents, even though they were horrified by these films, 
they encouraged it. It was very loving. | didn’t realize it at 
the time. | was an arrogant teenager. Here were these 
movies that were against everything they had ever taught 
me to believe in, and they were scared. Yet they were wise 
enough to know that at least | was heading in some 
direction. If | didn’t make movies and had all those 
thoughts, what would I do with those thoughts? | think 
they realized they had better encourage it rather than have 
me do it in real life. 


Q: How does it feel for your movie to be re-released 
with all these “classics,” such as Star Wars and The 
Godfather? 

A: | think that is funny. It’s luck that it came out, so it’s 
almost like it’s satirizing that. | feel sorry for the movies 
that are going to be re-released after Pink Flamingos. 

So I find it delightful. | would have never ever predicted 
I would be talking about this movie 25 years later. And | 
don’t know what’s going to happen. I don’t know how it’s 
going to be received. @

foreign power and alien spacecraft have been dropping in for years 


ihe EXCE 
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CROSS THE FLAT white ex- 
panse of Lake Francis, ice-fishermen’s 

shacks are scattered like thrown dice. They 
are tiny and solitary and not built for com- 
fort. As she bumps along Route 3 in her 
grandmother’s battered Dodge Dart, Sandy 
Black looks out at the shacks and smiles. 

“They think my hobby is silly,” she says. 

Black is a flatlander — in other words, 
she was born well south of the 45th paral- 
lel — and it is perhaps because of this that 
she can hold forth about what is, in the 
North Country, the only way of life imag- 
inable. The people who live here don’t no- 
tice things about themselves, but five years 
after moving up here from Virginia, Black 
still notices. The winters. The isolation. 
The extraterrestrials. 

As she drives along Route 3, she reels off 
five years of local anomalies — mostly noc- 
turnal lights and UFO fly-bys, but some 


close encounters and a few instances of di- 





rect contact. 

This past winter, a woman saw a space- 
craft light up the whole side of Magalloway 
Mountain, then sweep toward her and land 
in a cove on First Connecticut Lake. In 
Stewartstown, one man reported aliens in 
his home, though Black has doubts about 
this story. (“His wife, who is deceased, of- 
fered to make them nachos.”) In February, 
a well-respected 73-year-old woman re- 
ported that 12 alien beings sat around her 
kitchen table for hours, taking notes and 
talking among themselves. Over in Canaan, 
a teenage boy saw a nine-foot yeti. 

Most of it is the UFOs, though. So far 
this year, in her capacity as investigator for 
the Mutual UFO Network (MUFON) — 
the country’s only grassroots UFO inves- 
tigative organization — Black has reported 
some 14 different UFO sightings, which is a 
record for this area and has drawn national 
attention. She doesn’t pry stories out of 
people, because she doesn’t have to. On a 
recent Saturday morning, Black — a large 
blonde in sweatpants and an E.T. lapel pin 
— demonstrated her information-gathering 
method by surveying a series of waitresses; 
before noon, she had leads to an alien base 
in North Hill, as well as a reported sighting 
of a cricket the size of a man. 

Black, who is 47, had always believed in 
UFOs, but when she moved up here, she 
stumbled into a gold mine of anomalies. It 
was only a few miles south on Route 3 that 
Barney and Betty Hill reported the first fa- 
mous alien abduction case, in 1961, and 
that was by no means the region’s first 
brush with the supernatural. Peggy 
Cheries, 40, a cashier at George’s Pizza, in 
Colebrook, estimates that “a couple hun- 
dred” locals have seen UFOs — she can 
actually recall a cookout that was interrupt- 
ed by several hovering crafts — but adds 
that before Black came to town, people 
didn’t talk about it. 

Not so now. Once they are collated and 
mailed to MUFON headquarters, in Texas, 
these reports will constitute what UFO ex- 
perts call a “flap” — in other words, a no- 
table upsurge in localized sightings. 


All of which has brought an abnormal 
amount of-national attention to these small 
towns in the North Country, where looking 
for alien spacecraft is one way to spend a 
Saturday night — something like going to 
the movies, but less of a drive. 

“We've been watching them for 10 or 15 
years now,” says one 63-year-old conve- 
nience-store owner, who has never spoken 
publicly about it and asks to remain anony- 
mous. “When I go out at night, that’s what 
I look for. | look for things in the sky.” And 
sometimes not in the sky. One of his neigh- 
bors, he mentions, “had 14 of them over 
for breakfast.” 


ONE OF the qualities that people in the 
North Country notice about outsiders is a 
tendency to mention every single thing that 
happens to them. 

“You just see things,” says William Grif- 
fin, who has lived in Colebrook for 11 years 
and still considers himself a new arrival. 
“Most of the people who do tell people 
about things are flatlanders. Even a natural 
thing — like a hawk. A flatlander will run . 
and tell someone ‘I saw a hawk.’ ” 

A native — and we're talking about fami- 
lies who received their land for service in the 
Revolutionary War — probably would not 
bring that hawk up in conversation. People 
up here keep their own counsel, and they're 
not used to outside interference. Sandy Black 
realized this early on; when she first started 
collecting UFO reports, one old lady assumed 
she had come to take away her food stamps. 

The feeling of separateness has run deep 
here for 300 years. An entire strip of this 
area — bordered to the west by Indian 
Stream and to the north by Hall Stream — 
actually declared independence from the 
United States for four years in the mid 
1830s, establishing the short-lived Inde- 
pendent Republic of Indian Stream before 
“yielding to New Hampshire” in 1836. Ac- 
cording to local historian Granvyl Hulse, 
the republic fell when a representative of 
the US military barged in on the president 
of the Indian Stream Republic and threat- 
ened to kick his teeth in. 

And today, pockets of secessionist spirit 
still linger. 

“From the Notches on up should probably 
be its own country,” says Ron Scott, 65, a 
Boston-born man who moved up here after 
two disillusioning years of military service in 
Korea. He suspects communist infiltration 
of the government. “I'll tell you, | don’t 
think the state government or the federal 
government are worth a hill of beans.” 

This visceral distrust of Washington is 
intertwined with the alien phenomenon. 
Virtually every witness interviewed in the 
North Country backs up personal experi- 
ences with the classic X-Files syllogism: if 
the government lies, and the government 
says there are no UFOs, then there are 
UFOs. Denial equals proof. 

Ultimately, though, it’s an outsider who 
has made Colebrook’s aliens into a talked- 
about phenomenon. Bobbing from booth to 
booth in a diner, distributing her MUFON 
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BY ELLEN BARRY

business card, Sandy Black has helped 

make it respectable — even exciting — to 
come forward. Right now, she’s planning a 
little party for people who have scen them. 

“I’m even beginning to notice a little bit 
of envy among people who don’t have 
[these experiences],” she says, with a touch 
of pride. “One of my friends asked me, 
‘Why don’t I see them?’ | said, ‘You’re not 
one of the chosen few.’ ” 

Certainly reported sightings have gone up 
abruptly. “Maybe people just weren’t looking 
at the sky before,” Cheries muses. Well, they 
are looking now. Every night at nine, when 
he closes his convenience store, Ron Scott 
strolls out and scans the skies for spacecraft. 

“I gotta see one of these,” he says. “I 
want to be a believer. ” 


SANDY BLACK rolled in here from 
Herndon, Virginia, five years ago. She 


thought at the time that her new home 
“would be something like that TV show, 
Northern Exposure.” But as she and her 
husband made thcir way farther north, the 
landscape just got emptier. The road signs 
rcad FROST HEAVES and then FALLING ROCK 
and then MOOSE COLLISION. It wasn’t much 
like anything she had seen on TV. “I kept 
thinking we'd driven off the end of the 
earth,” she remembers. 

In a way, she had. Certain influences just 
don’t penetrate into the North Country, or if 
they do, they penetrate at a very slow pace. 
This 256,000-acre strip of land is actually 
classified as a different meteorological zone 
from the more temperate areas to the north, 
south, east, and west of it, Hulse says. There 
are towns here with no retail at all. “Down 
below” means “south of Portsmouth.” Ask 
locals for phone numbers, and many of them 
will give you four digits. 
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Over time, the 
area’s isolationist 
credo has rubbed 
off on Sandy 
Black. Once ac- 
tive as a union 
lobbyist on 
Capitol Hill, she 
has stopped following politics 
altogether, because she considers most of 
what is released to the public “a diver- 
sion.” A lifelong Democrat, she has begun 
to see the appeal of Pat Buchanan. Every- 
thing below the Notches has begun to 
seem more distant. 

“I lost interest in what’s going on in the 
world. It’s not concentrating on what's im- 
portant,” she says. What’s important, in her 
view, is the way we are “destroying the plan- 
et” with chemical poisons and toxic sludge 
and volcanoes spewing carbon into the air, 
she says. She sees disaster in the future. 

Black did bring one thing with her: ideas. 
She had seen UFOs before, when she lived 
in Arizona, but in her 30s she became deeply 
involved “as part of a personal-growth 
thing,” and offered her services to MUFON, 
the world’s largest UFO-investigation net- 
work. An avid fan of Harvard psychologist 
and abduction theorist John Mack, she is 
part of the New Age wing of UFO theory. 

This line of thinking goes far beyond fly- 
ing saucers; it is suffused with environ- 
mentalism, politics, and spiritualism. Ac- 
cording to Mack, encounters with aliens 
are mystical and subjective, and they may 
have the potential to change your life for 
the better. Essential to the theory is a deep 
concern for the environment. Mack sug- 
gests that the aliens are warning us to stop 
ravaging our planet, like “butterflies com- 
ing back to stop the caterpillars from de- 
nuding the bushes.” When they return 
from their abduction experience, abductees 
— or “experiencers,” as Mack prefers to 
call them — are transformed people. 

In stark contrast to the nuts-and-bolts 
recordkeeping of 1950s ufology, this new 
school of thought has dispensed with the 
task of physical proof, convinced that en- 
counters and abductions are happening in 
a “fifth dimension.” 

In his academic-sounding 1994 alien-ab- 
duction manifesto, Abduction: Human En- 
counters with Aliens, Mack writes that “expe- 
rience, the reporting of the experience, and 
the receiving of that experience through the 
psyche of the investigator are, in the absence 
of physical verification sufficiently robust to 
satisfy scientific requirements of proof (there 
is physical evidence but not proof), the only 
ways that we can know about abductions.” 
Crucial to the abduction theory are phenom- 
ena “for which we can conceive of no expla- 
nation within a Newtonian/Cartesian or even 
Einsteinian space/time ontology.” 

In other words, physical science is no 
longer a useful tool for dealing with abduc- 
tion stories. You just have to believe. To 
Black, scientific method is not simply be- 
side the point; it is an obstacle. 

“Scientists work in the three-dimensional 
world. That's all they can relate to. They want 
to hear about metal — knock knock knock 
on the side of the craft,” she says over waffles 
at a diner. “I have no interest in knowing how 
these things fly, propulsion systems and so 
on,” she says. “It might be how women look 
at things, as opposed ‘to men.” 

A form of this philosophy has rubbed off 
on locals. Their explanations veer from the 
extremely mystical to the extremely literal. 


EVIDENCE of alien life in Polaroid 
snapshots, and an artist’s sketch. 


“I think they’re looking for 
a place to move to,” says 
Cheries, who has seen a 

“Star Wars—type thing” the 
size of a 10-story building 
hovering over her own house. 

“It’s something about the 

45th parallel. There’s a fifth di- 
mension,” explains Gifford, 
whose wife, Beverly, reported a 
UFO to Black. “Also, it’s sparsely 
populated up here, so there’s more room.” 

Black, meanwhile, looks with some pity 
on scientifically minded people who are 
“stuck in their little three-dimensional 
box.” She considers acceptance of the 
physically impossible to be a sign of for- 
ward thinking — a survival skill for the 
next millennium. 

Here’s an example: Black recently took a 
report from a lady who said a two-and-a- 
half-foot sphere of light had come floating 
in her window in the middle of the night. 
The ball of light stopped, and four or five 
aliens emerged. 

How tall? | ask. Black holds her hand 
four feet off the ground. 

How could five four-foot aliens fit in a 
two-and-a-half-foot sphere? | ask. 

“See?” she says. “You’re dealing with 
old physics.” 


TO THE hard-science wing of ufology, 
which still puts a great deal of stock in “old 
physics,” Sandy Black’s theories are — to 
say the least — frustrating. They are also 
spreading very quickly. 

“I’m always disappointed in what people 
will believe,” says Dr. Mark Rodeghier, sci- 
entific director of the J. Allen Hynek Cen- 
ter for UFO Studies, or CUFOS, in Chica- 
go. “The standard of proof is pretty low. 
Most of these people are not trained in sci- 
ence. I’ve seen this time and time again.” 

The abduction story has made UFOs 
sexy again; cinema, television, and the pop- 
ular press are saturated with images of 
inky-eyed Small Grays toddling into our 
homes. But far as Rodeghier is concerned,

the field is in danger of getting mired in 
magical thinking. 

“What has happened is, while there has 
been more interest, there has been less scien- 
tific interest,” Rodeghier says. “The abduc- 
tion phenomenon has had a negative impact 
on attracting serious people to the field.” 

The change began right outside Cole- 
brook about 30 years ago, when Betty and 
Barney Hill electrified the UFO community 
with that first report of alien abduction. The 
Hills’ account went this way: they were driv- 
ing south on Route 3 when they saw a low- 
flying spacecraft, stopped the car, and im- 
mediately slipped out of consciousness. The 
next thing they knew, they were driving 
down Route 93, and had somchow “lost” 
two hours. Under hypnosis, the Hills said 
they had been paralyzed and taken on board 
the spacecraft, where they had undergone 
some kind of physical examination. 

The conventional wisdom within the com- 
munity now holds that aliens are abducting 
humans in order to crossbreed with them. 
Abduction stories have been cropping up 
more and more often in popular culture, 
and an oft-cited Roper Poll taken in 1991 
concluded that more than half a million 
Americans had had supernatural episodes 
consistent with the abduction experience. 

Once the abduction stories started, they 
changed the field of ufology forever. A rift 
opened up between the conservative, “nuts- 
and-bolts” ufologists — who consider that 
the vast majority of sightings reports are bo- 
gus — and the psychosocial abduction theo- 
rists like Mack or Budd Hopkins, who be- 


* lieve the interbreeding storics on the strength 


of witnesses’ emotional authenticity. 

And even for hardheaded ufologists who 
distance themselves from the abduction phe- 
nomenon, the ante has gone up. When peo- 
ple across the country can describe having 
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readers of this manual should come to know the definitions and use them in their personal 
work and communication with others. Let MUFON headquarters know if you find cases clearly 
within the realm of flying saucer phenomena that cannot be classified within one or more of 


these “types.”

MUFON on the 
California suicide 


The Heaven's Gate mass suicide may 
have sparked new interest in UFOs in the 
major press, but the UFO-research com- 
munity doesn’t think much of the-attention. 
For starters, says Ray Fowler, MUFON’s 
national director of investigations, the 
spaceship trailing Comet Hale-Bopp — the 
vessel that was supposed to take the 
Cultists on their final ride — wasn't a UPO 
at all, and it was nowhere near the comet. 
“It was a star,” Fowler says, adding that it 
was in the same line of sight as Hale- 
Bopp, but light-years and light-years away. 

Though Fowler tried explaining that fact 
on the Internet, the explanation obviously 
didn't take; he sees the spaceship notion 
as part of the traditional hysteria sur- 
rounding a comet's appearance, updated 
for the space age. 

Sandy Black says she doesn't even read 
articles about Heaven's Gate. (The press, 
she says, closed in on the story “like 
sharks to a bloody steak.”) “That bunch of 
nuts in California has nothing to do with se- 
rious UFO research,” she says. 

Fowler says he figures that the suicide 
story “hurts legitimate scientific UFO re- 
search” and makes it easier for the gov- 
ernment to downplay and suppress its 
own UFO information. And, he says, the 
story continues a trend in coverage that 
keeps “legitimate sightings” by sober-eyed 
witnesses such as airline pilots out of the 
news. “It’s only the fantastic that usually 
gets in the newspapers,” he says. 





sex with aliens, even experts admit that mere 
sightings are pretty humdrum stuff. People 
don’t want to hear about how the aliens ar- 
rived when they can find out how they 
brought captive women to orgasm. As for 
strange lights — well, forget about it. 

“Nocturnal lights are blasé,” says Ray 
Fowler, MUFON’s national director of in- 
vestigations, who is presently at work in- 
vestigating a four-person abduction inci- 
dent that took place on the Allagash River 
in northern Maine. “I’m very reluctant to 
even look into nocturnal lights. | get more 
excited about CE3s [close encounters of 
the third kind, or coming within 500 feet of 
an entity]. That type of experience is far 
more appealing to me now. People want 
something they can sink their teeth into.” 

And as the subjective approach comes to 
dominate the field, even investigators are 
involved on a fiercely personal level; it’s not 
as simple as seeing lights in the sky. Where 
abduction is concerned, skepticism can be 
an insult. 

“To me, if you’re skeptical, that’s just ig- 
norance,” Black says. “But if you're saying 
something to make [abduction theorist] 
Budd Hopkins look bad, then you’re siding 
with the devil.” 

Both Black and Fowler hint at abduction 
expericnces of their own. As representatives 
of the Mutual UFO Network, though, they 
don’t talk about them to the press. They're 
not supposed to talk about what else they be- 
lieve, either. It’s right there in the Investiga- 
tor’s Manual, under the heading WORKING 
WITH THE MEDIA: “An impression of inextrica- 
ble ties between UFO research and other es- 
oteric pursuits serves to confuse the audience 
and erode the UFO rescarcher’s credibility.” 


WHATEVER THE scientists might make 
of her, Sandy Black has brought many pco- 
ple in the North Country into the UFO fold. 
The Mutual UFO Network is the only na- 
tional UFO-investigation network, and re- 
lies on its local representatives to spread the 
word among the populace. Along with Peter 
Geremia, the state MUFON director, Black 
has passed out innumerable business cards 
and introduced herself to innumerable 
strangers. She’s tramped through the snow 
to knock on back doors. 

“One of the things I try to instill in sec-

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tion directors is that you have people every- 
where that are interested in the subject, and 
if they don’t know you're there, it’s going to 
be like looking for something in the dark 
without a flashlight,” Geremia says. “Sandy 
has done an outstanding job of letting peo- 
ple know MUFON is there.” 

If the quantity of reports is any measure 
of success, then Black is succeeding. Locals 
are coming forward from every direction to 
say they had been seeing UFOs all along. 
Black attributes this to destigmatization. 
She knows how this works, because it hap- 


_ pened with her own mother. 


“She was really frightened when I first got 
into this stuff,” Black recalls. “Now she 
sends me all these UFO magazines all the 
time. She actually took a cattle-mutilation 
report for me in Texas last year.” 

Black doesn’t try to convince people — 
“It’s like religion. People develop 
spiritually at their own rate,” she 
explains. It’s not really necessary, 
either; it is fairly common, for in- 
stance, for family members to fol- 
low each other into this realm. Jo- 
hanne Rodrigue, a 33-year-old 
jeweler from Stewartstown, says 
there is only one person in her im- 
mediate family now who hasn't 
seen a UFO. 

“It's funny the way it happened 
with my father,” says Rodrigue, a 


miniskirt. “When I first joined MU- 
FON, he had the greatest time with 
it.” But he recently had another ex- 
perience, Rodrigue says. “He 


got these big, big hands — he says, 
‘I'll put my hand right in the fire. /t 
was real.’” 

And once a person accepts that 
what they saw was real, UFO in- 
vestigation is a welcoming world. 
Part of what drew Black into the 
field was an expansive quality 
among the investigators she meets; 
they have “kind souls,” she says. 


| Black herself has the same quality — she is 


engaged, and open, and infinitely reassuring, 


_ if a little overcome by wayward case files. 


And she’s had some success in recruiting 
investigator trainees — 10 local people are 
card-carrying members. As with any volunteer 
network, recruiting is part of the job. The 


| MUFON Investigator’s Handbook advises re- 


cruiters that “civic, fraternal and professional 
organizations offer excellent opportunities for 
recruitment, as their members are typically in- 
telligent, enthusiastic and proven joiners.” 
The “Elks Club” quality disturbs John Hor- 
rigan, who runs Boston’s Paranormal Inves- 


' tigative Lecture League. Recruiting is a dou- 


ble-edged sword: it roots out unreported 
sightings, but it also prompts bogus ones. And 
one particularly charismatic field investigator 
can easily touch off a flap, he says. 

“When you go in there, you're bringing a 
pathology with you. Bang, the UFO bug has 
hit the state of New Hampshire,” Horrigan 
says. “When you have a small neighbor- 
hood, word gets around. The story is told 


: and retold. It’s a nice little literary genre.” 


To a certain degree, though, that’s the 
point; Ray Fowler says grassroots UFO in- 
vestigators like Black are doing the job that 
the government should have been doing all 
along: “conditioning” the populace to be- 
lieve in the presence of extraterrestrial life. 

“In a small way ... MUFON [is] condi- 
tioning people without the government 
having to do anything,” Fowler says. At 
press time, 48 percent of the American 
public believed in UFOs. 


IN THE North Country, the sky seems 
close and the state capitol seems far. That’s 
been true for three centuries. 

Colebrook physician, historian, and geol- 
ogist William Gifford — who is still called 
“Doc Gifford” even though he gave up his

license in protest of bureaucratic interfer- 
ence — tells a story about a whole town that 
was impounded in the mid 19th century be- 
cause the farmers refused to pay taxes. One 
of Gifford’s wife’s ancestors purchased the 
town, for $18.04, and he took a trip over to 
inspect his property. He banged on one 
farmer’s door and asked him — just out of 
curiosity — how much he owed. The farmer 
said, “Seventy-five cents.” 

“It was just 75 cents, but he would not 
pay it,” Gifford adds. “There are still peo- 
ple around here who think like that.” 

But it is in precisely this rocky, resistant 
atmosphere that the UFOs — and the body 
of ideas connected with them — have found 
purchase. To Sandy Black, as to many, 
many Americans, aliens are a part of the 
same narrative framework as the Trilateral 
Commission and the approaching destruc- 
tion of the planet. “All the Whitewater stuff is 
a diversion,” she says. “Our society has got-

ten the point of bread and circuses.” 

Her beliefs are strong and sincere, and she 
considers them a guard against cataclysm. 
She tells people about them. It’s part of a 
process — ideas multiply themselves through 
the media, through the Internet, or through 
people, and the UFO story evolves. The ufol- 
ogist Jacques Vallee explained the evolution 
of ideas this way: “Conventional science ap- 
pears more and more perplexed, befuddled, 
at a loss to explain. Pro-ET ufologists be- 
come more dogmatic in their propositions. 
More people become fascinated with space 
and the new frontiers of consciousness. More 
books and articles appear, changing our cul- 
ture in the direction of a new image of man.” 

Here, in an area that seems to have more 
than its share of anomalies in the first place, 
the mysterious closeness of nature has com- 
bined with deep-rooted politics, creating an 
organic theory of government conspiracy 
and the supernatural. The ideas — whether 
they were born in John Mack’s forums or in 
Internet discussion groups — bring meaning 
to what was already there: the eerie field, the 
hovering spacecraft, the huge insects, the 
yeti, the night lights, the day lights, the inex- 
plicable humming of the earth. 

Except that — as people up here will tell 
you — they’ve been seeing UFOs for cen- 
turies. That’s how Black figures it, anyway. 
To her, she’s just scribbling notes on a phe- 
nomenon that dwarfs her. Asked whether 
the number of local reports bears any signif- 
icant relationship to the amount of UFO ac- 
tivity in the area, she is quiet for a long time, 
thinking. “No,” she says at last. 

People see what they see, she points out. 
She does not, in the end, consider herself 
a vital figure. Pr]

ON THE CHEAP 


Mona Lisa 


Just off the main drag of overpriced eateries at Faneuil Hall is the 
small and homy Mona Lisa restaurant, a pizza, sub, and pasta 
joint with friendly service and delicious,-no-frills food. Numerous 
reproductions of da Vinci’s enigmatic lady aren’t the only art you'll 
find here — framed photographs of the world’s wonders, from the 
pyramids of Egypt to the Matterhom, also adom the walls. 

The best food choices at the Mona Lisa are usually what’s 
on the specials menu. A recurring dish (and my personal fa- 
vorite) is pasta with chicken and broccoli in a creamy sauce 
with parmesan and white wine ($5.50), which comes with garlic 
bread and is usually served over ziti or tortellini. The fresh mari- 
nara sauce, with chunks of tomatoes and onions, is excellent; 
try it with the cheese ravioli ($5.25). Subs ($4.25 to $5) come in 
29 varieties. Among the best are the prosciutto ($5) and the 
meatball ($4.25). Pizzas ($5 to $11), made with thin and slightly 
crispy crusts, are available with a variety of standard toppings, 
including onions, pepperoni, mushrooms, and salami. 

Mona Lisa, located at 116 State Street, in Boston, is open 
Monday through Saturday from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. Call 227-2558.

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Creme fraiche 
Get sauced 
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Used as the base for many of the rich, creamy sauces in French 
cooking, créme fraiche is indispensable for the true Francophile 
chef. This slightly tangy, matured dairy product has the consis- 
tency of sour cream. Until recently it was scarcely available lo- 
cally — and was usually expensive when you could find it. But 
now the Vermont Butter and Cheese Company is making its own 
pasteurized version of créme fraiche, which is inexpensive and 
tastes quite authentic. Sauté it with a few shallots and some dry 
white wine for a delicious all-purpose sauce, or call the number 

on the container for more recipes. An eight-ounce container | 
costs $3.29 at the Aliston Star Market or Deluca’s Market on 


Newbury Street.

DINING OUT 
The spice of western China comes to 
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Brookline Village. Could this mark a revival 
of the all-Szechuan menu?

NE OF MY fondest hopes, as interest 
oO develops in regionally authentic Asian 

food, is for Boston to rebuild its supply 
of Mandarin-Szechuan restaurants. The spicy 
food from the western parts of China was enor- 
mously popular here from the ’60s through the 
"80s; then it mysteriously faded, in terms of both 
the number of restaurants serving it and the 
cheffery of those that remained. Despite im- 
proved relations with China and an increasing 
population of northern and western Chinese im- 
migrants, especially in some of the suburban 
towns like Brookline, the food has never really 
returned to the peak of quality and influence that 
it enjoyed from around 1980 to 1983. Every few 
years a good new Szechuan restaurant arrives, 
like Chef Lee’s (in Somerville), or the revived 
Mary Chung (in Central Square), or this year’s 
tiny East Asia restaurant (also in Somerville). 
But there are still old fans of 
this cuisine who keep finding 
each other at parties and ask- 
ing, “Where do you get a 
good bowl of hot-and-sour 
soup these days?” 

Sichuan Garden, a pretty 
new place in the shell of an 
undistinguished “everything” 
Chinese restaurant, really 
tries to be a purely Szechuan 
restaurant, and often suc- 
ceeds. Not all the unfamiliar 
dishes will please the old 
fans of Peking on Mystic or 
Joyce Chen’s Small Eating 
Place, and some of the stan- 
dard dishes can be perfunc- 
tory. But there’s more than 
enough going on here for 
several exploratory visits and 
possibly some lifetime favorites. 

This is especially true if you like Szechuan 
food as it has been presented in Taiwan, with 
rather more emphasis on batter-frying. (The 
deep-fry step is reportedly a product of Por- 
tuguese influence on Japanese food, and the long 
Japanese occupation of Taiwan.) If General 
Tso’s chicken ($8.95) is your dish, the one here 
is especially crunchy and tasty, with thoroughly 
fried chicken fritters in a ginger sweet-and-sour 
sauce, with just a hint of chili-pepper flavor from 
the dried pods stir-fried in. (Just a hint, that is, 
unless you eat one, in which case the hint will 
turn into a screaming reminder: Don't eat the 
dried chili peppers!) All I’ve ever been able to 
learn about General Tso is that he was Hu- 
nanese and a gourmand, and probably that he 
lived in the 19th century, though I once read an 
Internet message from someone who claimed to 
have gone to school with General Tso’s son. 

Also in the batter-fried area is sesame beef 
($9.95), which is steak in slices a little large for 
chopsticks (one was a three-inch square). The 
beef is mild-tasting, almost like free-range veal, 
and the sesame taste comes from sesame seeds in 
a thick, light-brown sauce. 

Some of the more unusual Szechuan dishes 
here come as appetizers, described in rather un- 
appetizing translations and available in several 
combinations. We tried the largest of those, “as- 
sorted delicacies” ($20.95), which comprised five 
different dishes with contrasting textures but fa- 
miliar flavors. The most familiar item was cold 
five-spice beef ($5.95 alone) in thin slices from a 

deliberately gristly cut. possibly shin. The center-

piece was julienned jellyfish with “scallion pesto” 
($5.95. alone), tasteless ribbons of white, translu- 
cent stuff that is both limp and crunchy. Well, 
have a bite and check it off your life list. | much 
prefer sliced beef tendon with roasted-chili vinai- 
grette ($5.95) — pure gristle in clegant thin 
slices with a titillating orange hot sauce — and 
the similar but crunchier shredded tripe with 
roasted-chili vinaigrette ($4.95), which also had 
more cilantro and scallion. Everyone liked the 
shredded chicken with hoisin sauce ($4.95). 

Of the more typical dishes, the hot-and-sour 
soup ($1.75) was good, not great. But the 
“Sichuan pork dumpling with roasted chili vinai- 
grette” ($3.50), a dish popular in Cambridge as 
“suan la chow sho,” is superb, with steamed fresh 
dumplings in a thickened soy-chili sauce with 
some of the distinctive Szechuan peppercorns. 
Plain “pan seared pork dumpling” ($3.95) are 
large Peking ravioli at a good 
price, but ours were thick- 
skinned and floury. Great dip- 
ping sauce, though. 

Tasting around the menu, 
especially those selections in 
red, we were quite pleased 
with “Camphur tea-smoked 
duck” (half, $12.95) served on 
the bone, but plenty meaty un- 
der the layer of fat, and one of 
the most thoroughly smoked 
Chinese ducks ever. “Chef's 
ma paul tofu” ($6.95) was a 
high-quality rendition of this 
Szechuan classic, soft bean 
curd stir-fried with pork and 
Szechuan peppercorns and 
chili paste for a kind of highly 
spicy comfort food. (I like the 
leftovers reheated in a tortilla.) 

Baby eggplant with spicy garlic sauce ($6.95) 
was another winner, falling short only because the 
similar “chili eggplant” at East Asia restaurant in 
Somerville gets so much more sweetness from the 
same vegetable with less oil. “Sauteed stringbeans 
with Chengdu city spiced” ($6.95) was a mild 
dish of beans decorated with minced pork and 
scallions. This is one dish where | actually think 
the American green beans are tastier than the 
original Chinese yard-long beans. The Chengdu 
spices were as hard to locate in the dish as the 
capital of Szechuan is on an old map. But what 
we had was an ideal dish of winter green beans. 

Stir-fried sea scallops with chili cucumber 
($11.95) was made with real sea scallops, whose 
flavor came through quite a powerful dark sauce 
of ginger and red-pepper paste. With a little more 
attention to balance, this could become a signa- 
ture dish. 

On the other hand, a dish of sautéed shredded 
potatoes with green peppers ($6.95) treats the 
white potato like a Chinese vegetable, and cooks it 
only lightly to retain the crunch. The result isn't 
poisonous, but it hasn’t much flavor and didn’t 
win me over to cooking potatoes this way. The 
equally fine shredding of carrots, scallions, and 
cabbage in an order of shrimp lo mein ($5.95) 
added a lot to this ordinary dish, however. 

Sichuan Garden is a pretty room, done mostly 
in green with some blond wood and watercolors, 
with Western classical music. Dvorak doesn’t re- 
ally go with Chinese food, but it’s still better than 
the Gipsy Kings. The initial crowd is mostly 
Asian-American, and they can’t all be relatives. 
Some kind of word was put out. ee
